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THE ADVANCE IN COTTON- 
SEED OIL. 


The great advance in the spot price 
of cottonseed oil during the past few 
weeks has attracted attention from 
every branch of the oil consuming 
trade. Early in October supplies were 
offered freely at 3744c., with consumers 
showing little disposition to purchase. 
A week later the demand increased, 
both here and abroad, and at the end 
of the month 54%c. was bid and actual 
sales were made at 538c. The cause for 
this upward demonstration was largely 
due to the fact that refiners who had 
sold oil on contract for October and 
November delivery were unable to get 
the crude oil from the mills, owing to 
difficulties experienced in transporta- 
tion, and it is claimed in some in- 
stances that refiners had to pay a pre- 
mium from 5c. up to lic. a gallon on 
their contracts. The situation was hard 
to conceive for a while. The scarcity of 
tank cars, and the congested condition 
of other cars at various points in the 
South, temporarily shut off reinforce- 
ments from the rapidly diminishing 
stock in local quarters, and the ever 
alert bull trader seized the opportunity 
to bid up prices at the expense of the 
reluctant bears. The enormous amount 
of cottonseed oil that has been taken 
this year for export is well known to 
the trade, and the scarcity of lard, tal- 
low and other fats and oils, both here 
and abroad has placed cottonseed oil 
in a very favorable position. The con- 
suming demand is said to be increasing 
in every branch, but especially for 
edible purposes, and it is pointed out 
that a higher price would soon estab- 
lish it with the elite, who heretofore 
have disdained it, owing to its low price 
in comparison with olive oil. Late re- 


ports from the cotton belt indicate a 
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bumper crop of seed, and those bear- 
ishly inclined look for a lower range, 
while on the other hand the improving 
demand and the phenomenal prosperity 
of the country are looked upon as fac- 
tors that will go a long way in keeping 
prices steady,

tonseed oil in the New York market 
for each month since January, 1902, 
and also the highest and lowest points 
touched in each from 1902 to November 
15, 1906, inclusive.

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LINSEED OIL SITUATION. 


The upward movement of prices dur- 
ing the past seven weeks has been a 
stimulating factor in the market and 
while buying at all points has been 
active it began to drop off, following 
the recent advances. Since the begin- 
ning of October quotations on city and 
out-of-town raw oils have been ad- 
vanced four cents per gallon in response 
to an upward movement of prices for 
seed, and inadequate supplies at the 
mills to fill the requirements of the 
trade. There has been and still is a 
marked disinclination shown by crush- 
ers to book orders for supplies of oil for 
delivery beyond January 1, 1907, which 
was principally due to the uncertainty 
surrounding the upward course of 
prices for seed. The latter has been 
attributed to the active buying by 
crushers, who have been rushing sup- 
plies forward, before the close of navi- 
gation, since transportation by rail en- 
tails an additional cost of eight cents. 
It is the belief that as soon as naviga- 
tion is closed a sharp reaction in the 
price of seed will take place and a cor- 
responding decline in the market for 
oil will not be improbable. Crushers 
have not been offering futures and with 
buyers disinterested trade in this di- 
rection during the past ten days has 
been dull. The demand throughout the 
week for oil has been confined to small 
parcels for prompt deliveries to cover 
actual requirements of consumers, The 
Government estimate of the flaxseed 
crop to November 1 is placed at twenty- 
seven million bushels, excluding about 
one million five hundred thousand 
bushels reserved for sowing. The pro- 
duction of 1905 available for oil was 
twenty-eight million bushels. Advices 
on the Argentina crop continue rather 
conflicting, in some instances noting 
considerable damage by frost, while 
on the other hand statements note 
slight damage and that the yield will 
be up to the average.

OPIUM ADVANCING. 


Opium seems to be in a fair way 
to gain a higher level of values, rela- 
tively speaking, than has prevailed for 
some time. During the course of the 
month there has been an advance of 
fifteen cents a pound on gum, which 
is certainly of sufficient magnitude to 
attract attention, and the prices es-

In November, 1905, the lowest and 
highest prices were $3.12% and $3.20, re- 
spectively. The present strong position 
of the market is ascribed to the lack 
of rain in the growing districts, which 
has resulted in reduced stocks in 
Smyrna and Constantinople and a cor- 
respondingly strong feeling there, 
Cables late last week reported sales as 
high as nine shillings and ninepence.

CAMPHOR SITUATION IN FOR- 
MOSA, 


The advance of American refined 
camphor to a new high level, a dollar 
and fifteen cents per pound in barrels, 
was announced Thursday. How I ng 
will the present acute situation con- 
tinue? is a question that is being 
asked in the trade by persons who find 
it difficult to supply their wants even 
at thig extraordinarily high price. Just 
what the truth of the matter is seems 
to be a particularly complex spccimen 
of a Japanese puzzle. It is charged in 
some quarters that the Japanese Goy- 
ernment is taking advantage of its 
monopoly in Formosa to do a little 
manipulating, while, on the other 
hand, some think that the English 
firm which has the contract with Japan 
is getting a good share of the differ- 
ence between the normal and the pres- 
ent abnormal price. In regard to either 
one of these theories there can only 
be surmise, as it seems to be impos- 
sible to prove anything definite. 

It has heen the contention of the 
Japanese Government that, notwith- 
standing the plentiful eupply of 
camphor on the island, the forests in 
the interior are inaccessible because of 
the attacks of savage tribes. It is 
well known that the government has 
been gradually pacifying these tribes 
and bringing them under civilized rule; 
and in this connectiyvn considerable im- 
portance would seem to be attached to 
the meagre cable dispatch received in 
this city last Monday to the effect that 
the operations in Formosa had ‘ended 
successfully” and large tracts of 
camphor forests brought under control. 
Unfortunately, it is difficult to discover 
here whether the whole of the island 
has been pacified or merely some large 
district. On this point the Japanese 
consulate professes ignorance. How- 
ever, if the accounts of travelers re- 
cently returned from Japan are to be 
believed, the Imperial Government now 
hag the Formosa situation pretty well 
in hand. Taking into account the 
dispatch referred to above, there 
seems to be some _ ground for 
expecting that in the near future 
shipments of crude camphor will be 
started over here to make up the pres- 
ent shortage. If the Japanese are 
really sincere in their denials of 





manipulation, the opéning of large 
camphor tracts to civilization certainly 
ought to do much toward relieving the 
pressure,

Concerning the Customs Admin- 


istrative Laws. 
Washington, Nov. 23, 1906. 

The appointment of the North Commis- 
sion, which sailed for Germany on the 
bth inst. to receive the representations of 
the German Government concerning the 
amendment of our customs administrative 
laws and regulations, will result in an 
important change in the plans of the Sen- 
ate leaders with regard to the bill passed 
by the House last winter and now pend- 
ing before the Finance Committee. The 
consideration of this measure, which was 
to have been taken up by the committee 
before the meeting of Congress, will be 
deferred and final action will be postponed 
until after the return of the commission- 
ers, Who are expected to reach Washing- 
ton early in January. 

This bill (CH. R. 19,750) was originally in- 
troduced by Chairman Payne of the Ways 
and Means Committee and has received 
the endorsement of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the Board of General Appraisers 
and the principal commercial bodies in 
New York city and elsewhere which have 
advocated changes in the customs admin- 
istrative laws. The only important feature 
of the amendments desired by the Ger- 
man Government incorporated in this bill 
is the change provided in Section 7 of the 
Customs Administrative act of 1890, which 
concedes a margin for non-penalized un- 
dervaluations. The other features, while 
of great importance from an administra- 
tive standpoint, are not of special inter- 
est to German producers and exporters. 

In view of these facts, the suggestion 
has been made that the subject be taken 
up by the Ways and Means Committee 
de novo and a new bill drafted embodying 
such change as the administration. may 
decide to recommend after receiving the 
report of the North Commission. ‘There 
are important reasons, however, why the 
State and Treasury departments do not 
favor this plan, and it is not likely that 
it will be adopted. The coming session 
will consist of barely sixty legislative 
days, and it is therefore of the utmost 
importance that every effort should be 
made to expedite the consideration of this 
matter. It is therefore regarded as ad- 
visable to present the project of the North 
Commission to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee in the shape of a series of amend- 
ments to the pending bill. This plan will 
obviate the necessity for the detailed con- 
sideration of a new bill by the Ways and 
Means Committee and its passage by the 
House. Of course it will be understood 
that any amendments adopted by the Sen- 
ate must be concurred in by the House, 
but very little Lime would be necessary to 
secure concurrence, as the administra- 
tion’s program would be unofficialiy before 
the Ways and Means Committee during 
its formal consideration by the Finance 
Committee. 

lnasmuch, therefore, as the pending bill 
will probably not be taken up until some 
time in January and must be finally dis- 
posed of before adjournment on March 4, 
it is obvious that importers who are in- 
terested in any of the features of the 
measure or who may desire to urge the 
project to be recommended by the North 
Commission or any other changes in the 
customs administrative laws, must be pre- 
pared to take the matter up with the 
Finance Committee promptly and ener- 
getically when the bill is brought forward, 

Much pressure has already been brought 
to bear upon the Senate Committee to ac- 
cept the House provision designed to take 
the Board of General Appraisers entirely 
out of politics, When the act of 1890 was 
passed it was thought this had been ac- 
complished, but the courts have since held 
in the Shurtleff case that the President of 
the United States has the power to re- 
move a member of the board without 
even giving a reason. The House bill pro- 
vides that members of the board ‘‘shall 
not be engaged in any other business, avo- 
cation or employment, and may be re- 
moved from office at any time by the 
President only for inefficiency, mental or 
physical incapacity, pages of duty, or 
malifeasance in office.”” This provision will 
limit the power of the President and will 
also make it necessary in case of removal 
to assign one or more of the causes enu- 
merated in the proposed statute. 

There is also a strong sentiment in favor 
of the provision of the House bill under 
which appeals from the Board of General 
Appraisers would lie to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals instead of to 
the Circuit Court. Customs litigation 
would be greatiy expedited by such 
change and the overcrowded dockets of 
the Circuit Court would be relieved. This 
feature of the House bill is amply safe- 
guarded by a provision that rehearings 
may be granted by the board when the 
ends of justice may require it. 

The Treasury Department is especially 
desirous that Congress shall increase the 
forfeiture limit of undervaluations from 
50 to 100 per cent., as is provided by the 
House bill. Under the present law under- 
valuations of 50 per cent. or Over are pre- 
sumptively fraudulent and the collector is 
required to institute forfeiture proceed- 
ings. I[t is often impossible to prove fraud 
in such cases and the government is put 
to much useless expense, which it cannot 
hope to recover. By increasing the limit 
to 100 per cent. the collector would be en- 
abled to take additional duties up to that 
amount instead of forfeiting the goods. 
There can be no doubt that the change 
would result in a very important increase 
in revenues and would have a salutary 
effect upon unscrupulous importers,

The modi- 
fications determined upon, together 
with the trade policy outlined, will in 
the opinion of our clients, concil- 
iate all interests and bring about har- 
mony.” 


At a recent meeting in Berlin, says 
the Chemical Trade Journal, the Pot- 
ash Syndicate rejected the proposal 
that transfers of quotas should be al- 
lowed in the case of companies own- 
ing or controlling several works. This 
is contrary to the policy adopted by the 
Nitrate Combination, which sanctions 
such transfers, although, like the 
German monopolistic industry, the 
Chilian is in the throes of over-pro- 
duction, While the ‘‘Peregrina” oficina 
of the Anglo-Chilian Company was last 
year fined £562 5s, 6d. for exceeding 
its quota by 100 tons, the Hohenzollern 
Potash Company has just been con- 
demned to pay £1,000 for selling salts 
differing from the standard fixed by 
the Syndicate. The question of re- 
storing export prices to their former 
level remains in abeyance, but the new 
bureau in Hamburg for pushing the 
sale of potash salts in foreign coun- 
tries will be opened on January 1.

Advices from East Liverpool, O., state 
that the Manufacturers’ Light & Heat 
Company of Pittsburgh, which controls 
the local natural gas supply notified 
the manutacturing potters of this 
city that no more gas could be sup- 
plied tor kiln-firing purposes. The sup- 
ply has been so short many factories 
nave already been equipped for the use 
of coal and the rest will follow suit. 
The failure of the gas supply at a time 
when the potteries are rushed with 
holiday orders will cause a heavy loss 
to the manufacturers, 


In an address delivered at Valley 
City, N. D., Saturday evening, Novei- 
ber 17, Professor E. F. Ladd deciared 
that unless the enforcement of the 
anti-adulteration law was properly sup- 
ported by the Legislature he would re- 
stgn this year. For six years the work 
has gone forward on an appropriation 
of $1,400 a year, when the actual outlay 
eutside of any salary for Professor 
Ladd has been nearly $8,000 a year. 
Professor Ladd said that unless the 
Legislature appropriated at least $8,000 
a year he would resign and the agri- 
cultural college would drop the matter, 


A soap factory is to be established at 
Draper, Utah, on the Salt Lake Route. 
Large deposits of what is termed na- 
tural soap have been discovered about 
two and one-half miles from Draper. 
This substance is a combination of 
sodium, magnesia, aluminum, silica 
and lime. In its natural state it is said 
to be a good toilet and washing soap, 
and with the addition of some ingre- 
dients it will become a superior article. 
The deposit is along the track of the 
Clark road and the vein is 34 feet wide 
and three-quarters of a mile long. A 
company has been formed, capitalized 
at $100,000, to manufacture and market 
the material. Edmund Price, of Drap- 
er, is president, and George R. Bailey 
is secretary. A large factory is to be 
erected and a siding is being put in 
by the Salt Lake Route to facilitate 
the work. 


Harrison Bros, & Co., incorporated, of 
Philadelphia, entertained their branch 
house managers and salesmen, 75 in 
number, in annual convention during 
the past week at the home office and 
factories on Gray’s Ferry road. R. S. 
Perry, president and general manager, 
welcomed the representatives, and was 
followed by R. S. Hubbard, vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer of the company, 
after which A. M,.

MENT (1 purposely capitalize the word) 
was reached whereby prices of mixed 
paints would be advanced at the begin- 
ning of the year.” 

Were noi the error so conspicuous, I 
should not deem it incumbent on me to 
correct it. There are other minor mis- 
statements in your account, which can be 
passed without comment, 

But kindly correct at once the statement 
that this association now or at any other 
time has entered into any agreement, con- 
vention or understanding regarding the 
prices of paint. It is a fact well known 
to all the trade that present conditions 
practically demand that higher prices 
shall be obtained for manufactured goods, 
and the members of the association so ex- 
pressed themselves; but there is no agree- 
ment on the subject, and each member is 
as free now as heretofore to charge what 
he pleases for his product—even to giving 
it away if he chooses; though as a mat- 
ter of fact most grinders in and out of the 
association will probably advance prices 
from sheer necessity.

John O’Brien, general superintendent of 
the Buckeye Pipe Line Company, died 
suddenly Saturday, November 17, at No- 
wata, I. T. Mr. O’Brien was well known 
to Titusville oil men and the universal 
expression was that a good man had gone, 
one whose place will not soon be filled, 
either in business or in the hearts of his 
friends. He was born in _ Forestville,

Albert E. Ebert, 
An old-time Chicago druggist passed 
away when Albert E. Ebert, who for

Mr. Ebert’s death followed an 
operation for appendicitis. He was 67 
years old, and had enjoyed his usual good 
health up to a few weeks before his death, 
Last May his drug store was removed 
from the corner which it had occupied for 
so many years, the lease having been bid 
up by competing interests in another line. 
About the same time Mr. Ebert’s wife 
died. These changes weighed heavily upon 
him and no doubt shortened his life. 
Albert E. Ebert was born in Germany 
sixty-seven years ago and came to Chica- 
go with his parents at the age of two 
years. For 6 years he made Chicago his 
home, and saw all the successive changes 
that resulted in the growth and develop- 
ment of its business interests. As a retail 
druggist he was successful, but his great- 
est success was attained as a manufac- 
turing chemist, and in that capacity he 
enjoyed a national reputation. e was a 
trustee of the United States Pharmaco- 
poeia and a former president of the Amer- 
can Pharmaceutical Association. He was 
one of the founders of the Chicago Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, and was a member of 
the State Board of Pharmacy for several 
years. He also edited the Pharmacist. 
Mr. Ebert was active in nearly every 
movement of importance in the pharma- 
ceutical world in the last third of a cen- 
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tury, and his passing is a national as well 
as @ local calamity. 





Alexander H. Levy. 


Alexander H. Levy, president of the 

Alston Mfg. Co., paint and color manu- 
facturers, of Chicago, died Nov. 21 at Los 
Angeles, Cal. Mr. Levy had been suffer- 
ing for several years with a complication 
of diseases, and only last week undertook 
a trip to Southern California in hope of 
benefit from a mild climate. He had only 
cust arrived at his destination when he 
died, 
_A. H, Levy was born in Richmond, Va., 
57 years ago. In early manhood he en- 
tered the paint trade as a traveling sales- 
man, and soon developed extraordinary 
ability in that line, rising from the ranks 
to the position of Western manager for 
John Lucas & Co., with headquarters in 
Chicago. Mr. Levy continued in that ca- 
pacity for twenty years and met with 
marked success. On the reorganization of 
the Alston Manufacturing Co., in 1889, he 
went with that company and was elected 
president, continuing to direct the affairs 
of the company up to a few days before 
his death. Mr. Levy was active in local 
and national paint trade organizations. 
He was president of the Chicago Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Club in 1904, and his ad- 
ministration will long be remembered as 
one of the most eventful in the history of 
the club.

The death of Mr. Barkalow, as a result 
of an automobile smash-up in Central 
Park, at midnight, on Monday last, spread 
a gloom over the oil trade in down-town 
circles. 

Mr. Barkalow was the manager of the 
oil business of Howard TT.

He is survived by his wife and one 
daughter, who is ten months old.

D. B. Shipman, the pioneer white lead 
corroder of Chicago, died Thursday night, 
at his residence in that city, in his eighty- 
sixth year.

A Decision Against the Direct 
Contract Serial Numbering

In the case of the Bromo-Lithia 
Chemical Co. against the May Drug 
Co., of Pittsburgh, in which the plain- 
tiffs asked for an injunction restraining 
the defendants from selling at cut 
prices their goods which they market 
under the direct contract serial num- 
bering plan, a decision was given in 
favor of the defendants. The case was 
heard in the United States Circuit 
Court in Pittsburgh. 

In denying the application for an in- 
junction the court said “the character 
of these contracts indicates that the 
prime purpose is to maintain prices for 
the benefit of the agents of the plain- 
tiffs regardless of the value of the goods 
either intrinsically or in the market. In 
this naturally these contract agents 
are much Interested and the question 
was suggested whether or not the effect 
of all this is not an injury to the pub- 
lic and a restraint upon free competi- 
tion and trade.”

Important Enamel Paint Decision. 


A decision has been reached in the 
protest of B. T. Venderink Company 
against the assessment of duty by the 
collector of customs at Cleveland, Ohio. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers has held that ‘‘enamelette” 
is properly dutiable under paragraph 
58 at 30 per cent. 

The case for the government was 
ably prepared by C. D. Lawrence, Esq., 
assistant to the Solicitor of Customs, 
and much of the data was furnished to 
Mr. Lawrence by Louis L. Drake, sec- 
retary of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association. 

The decision is of so much interest 
to the paint trade and is printed in 
full:— 

“The merchandise which is the subject 
of these protests is variously invoiced as 
“Enamelette,” ‘‘Bonaccord matt enamel,” 
“White matt enamel,’’ and ‘Matt en- 
amel,’”’ and was returned by the appraiser 
as “Paints and colors,” “Paints,” or 
“Enamelette.”’ 

On the merchandise covered by protests 
11,559%, 12,618 6-8, 13,175 4-5, 141,799, 144,500, 
149,981, 152,748 and 160,950, duty was as- 
sessed at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provisions of paragraph 
58 of the tariff act of 1897; and in these 
protests the claim of protesting company 
is limited to the rate of 1% cents per 


pound under the provisions of paragraph 
57 of said act. 

On that portion of the merchandise cov- 
ered by protests 160,951, 18,898 4-5, 19,951 5-7, 
20,674 2-5 and 216,786, duty was assessed at 
the rate of 3 per cent. ad valorem under 
the provisions of paragraph 43 and in 
these protests alternative claims are made 
for duty at the rate of 1% cents per 
pound under said paragraph 57, or 30 per 
cent, ad valorem under paragraph 58 of 
said act, with the exception of protest 
160,951 which does not contain the latter 
claim. 

Regardless of the form of invoicing, the 
returns of the appraiser, and the claims 
made in the protests, it is evident that 
the merchandise is all of uniform char- 
acter and assessible for duty at the same 
rate. 

The testimony is voluminous and con- 
flicting, but we are satisfied that the 
merchandise is in every essential particu- 
lar similar to that which was the subject 
of G. A. 6449 (T. D. 27683), and one con- 
clusion unavoidable is, that the assess 
inent of duty on any of the merchandise, 
at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 53, was erroneous. 

The purpose of the protesting company, 
as unmistakably to be inferred from the 
trend of the testimony on its behalf, was 
to establish, primarily, that in the pro- 
cesses of preparation or mixing of the 
merchandise, no varnish was used; and, 
further, that in the condition impocted it 
contained no varnish. In fact the witness 
Venderink testified to having made prac- 
tical tests which demonstrated a_ total 
absence of varnish gum in the mer- 
chandise; and in addition a graduated and 
experienced chemist testified on behalf 
of the protesting company that through 
the process of chemical analysis he pur- 
sued, he was unable to find any trace of 
varnish gum. The sample used by this 
last witness is identified on the record as 
“Tllustrative Exhibit A-23,”" and is shown 
by the evidence of the witnesses Higley 
and Venderink to have been representa- 
tive of all of the merchandise involved. 
But it_ appears by the record, pages 114 
and 115 of stenographer’s minutes, that 
this same sample (Illus. Ex. A-23) was 
subsequently submitted for analysis to 
the official chemist in the appraiser’s of- 
fice at the port of New York, and the 
report of that officer showing the pres- 
ence of varnish gum in the merchandise 
is in evidence“marked Exhibit A-24, and 
the gum actually extracted from said 
sample by him is also in evidence marked 
Exxhibit Z By affidavits submitted on 
behalf of the manufacturers of the mer- 
chandise, it is shown that in the processes 
of preparation or mixing thereof, turpen- 
tine and dryer are used, in addition to 
linseed oil. 

In G. A, 6449, supra, we said: 

“If dry oxide of zinc, or white paint, or 
nigment, containing zinc, but not contain- 
inig lead, or either of them, was before 
us for classification, there would be no 
alternative but to decide for a duty of 1 
cent per pound, and so if either of them, 
ground in oil, was before us for a like 
purpose it would be equally clear that 
duty should be assessed at 1% cents per 
pound, but the article before us belongs 
to neither of these classes. 

“We are inclined to think that consider- 
able time was unnecessarily occupied by 
the Government at the hearings, in the 
endeavor to establish that in the process 
of grinding the oxide of zinc, as the base 
of the paint involved, in addition to oil, 
other liquids, notably varnish and _ tur- 
nentine, were used. We are not satis- 
fied from the evidence whether such was 
the fact, and we think it wholly imma- 
terial to the issue, whether the varnish, 
turpentine, and drier, which are indisput- 
ably present with the oil in the paints as 
imported, were introduced during the pro- 
cess of grinding the zine oxide, or subse- 
quently thereto. The fact remains, and 
we so find, that in the condition imvorted, 
the merchandise is not oxide of zinc 
ground in oil. It has advanced beyond 
that stage, and is a finished liauid paint, 
ready for apvlication with the brush. 

“Classification must be based not upon 
what the merchandise once was, but unon 
its condition at the time of importation. 
Assuming that at an earlier process of 
manufacture it was oxide of zinc ground 
in oil, the fact remains that it was not 
such when imported, and we therefore 
hold that the merchandise is not dutiable 
at any of the rates specified in said para- 
granh 57. 

“This language applies with equal force 
to the merchandise here involved, and we 
bola that it is properly dutiable at the 
rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem under the 
vrovisions of paragraph 58. Each protest 
making this claim is sustained to that 
extent and overruled in all other re- 
snects. The collector’s decision is modi- 
fied to conform herewith.”

Camphor Forests Opened. 


Some interest was shown early in the 
week in a dispatch received in New 
York from Tokio, stating that the oper- 
ations in Formosa had ended success- 
fully and that large tracts of camphor 
forests and arable land had _ been 
brought under civilized rule. As the 
contention has been made that the 
shortage of camphor shipments has 
been due to the operations of savage 
tribes in Formosa it was thought that 
the opening of new tracts would prob- 
ably have some effect on shipments be- 
fore long. In most quarters it is re- 
garded as a test of Japan’s sincerity 
whether the scarcity is relieved in a 
reasonable time. 

A member of a prominent importing 
house, who returned from Japan last 
Saturday, stated to a representative of 
the Reporter that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment had been wonderfully success- 
ful in educating the savage tribes and 
bringing them to walk in the way of 
civilization; and so far have the opera- 
tions gone that there is only an occa- 
sional uprising. This would seem to 
contradict the allegation of the gov- 
ernment iIn regard to the camphor 
shortage, that it was impossible to ob- 
tain access to the large camphor for- 
ests of the interior owing to the hostil- 
ity of these savages. 

At the Japanese Consulate in this 
city the acting consul explained the 
reference to the operations mentioned 
in the dispatch by saying that it is the 
policy of his government to map out 
districts to be brought under peaceful 
rule and that the work in one of these 
districts had probably been completed. 
He could not say how large a tract of 
forest land was affected, but he point- 
ed out that some time must necessarily 
elapse, owing to transportation and 
other difficulties, before the shipments 
could be expected to increase; and he 
insisted that the Japanese Government 
was not manipulating the situation and 
taking an unfair advantage of its mon- 
opoly.

Sulphonal Protest Overruled. 


The merchandise in question described 
on the invoice as ‘‘sulphonal powder” was 
assessed with duty at 55 cents per pound 
under paragravh 67 of the Tariff act of 
1897. It was claimed by the importers to 
be dutiable under paragraph 68 at 25 
per cent. ad valorem. The protest was 
submitted without any competent evi- 
dence. A sample of the merchandise was 
submitted for analvsis to the chemist at 
the port of New York, and from the re- 
port as returned by him it was found that 
alcohol was used in the preparation of the 
merchandise and it was therefore held to 
be a medicinal article, in the preparation 
of which ale>hol is used. and dutiable as 
assessed. The protest was overruled and 
the decision of the collector affirmed. 





Iron Drums Protest Sustained. 


The protest was against the assessment 
for duty of certain iron drums in which 
hops were imported as unusual coverings 
under the provisions of Section 19 of the 
Customs Administrative act of 1890. The 
part of this section which authorized such 
assessment reads as follows: “If there 
be used for covering or holding im- 
ported merchandise, whether dutiable 
or free, any unusual article or form 
designed for use otherwise than in the 
bona fide transportation of such merchan- 
dise to the United States, additional duty 
shall be tevied or collected upon such ma- 
terial or article at the rate to which the 
same would be subiect if separately im- 
norted.’’ The board took the view that 
it is necessarv under this provision that 
the covering should not only be unusual. 
put that it should be designed for use 
otherwise than in the bona fide transpor- 
tation of the merchandise which it con- 
tains. The weight of testimony in this 
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case was. that iron drums are unusual 
coverings for hops; that hops are usually 
imported in burlap, but that a small pro- 
portion, from 1 to 2 per cant, of all the 
hops imported come in iron drums; an 
there was some testimony that the use of 
these drums is much more common in Ger- 
man There was no testimony, however, 
to s ow that the drums in question are 
designed for use otherwise than in the 
bona fide transportation of the hops, and 
there was some testimony which showed 
that they are used for this purpose in 
order to better protect and preserve the 
hops. In a department letter dated June 
2, 1887 (T. D. 8264) the collector at New 
Orleans was advised that upon inquiry it 

was ascertained that these drums were 


regarded at the port of New York as 
necessary coverings for hops and the As- 
sistant Secretary expressed the view that 
they should not be assessed as unusual 


in rendering their

coverings. The board, 
decision, said:—‘‘We 

facts presented to us

Anti-Discrimination Law. 


The officers of the National Petro- 
leum Association have received assur- 
ances from the governors of many 
states that they will aid the organiza- 
tion in its fight for the enactment of 
anti-discriminatory legislation similar 
to the laws recently enacted in Iowa 
and Kansas. The text of the law is 
as follows:— 

Section I. Any person, firm, company, 
association or corporation, foreign or do- 
mestic, doing business in the State of 
Kansas, and engaged in the production, 
manufacture or distribution of any com- 
modity in general use, that shall inten- 
tionally, for the purpose of destroying the 
business of a competitor in any locality, 
discriminate between different sections, 
communities or cities of this State, by 
selling such commodity at a lower rate in 
one section, community or city, than is 
charged for said commodity by said party 
in another section, community or city, after 
making due allowance for the difference, if 
any, in the grade or quality and in the 
actual cost of transportation from the 
point of production, if a raw product, or 
from the point of manufacture, if a manu- 
factured product, shall be deemed guilty 
of unfair discrimination, which is hereby 
prohibited and declared unlawful. 

Sec. II. Any person, firm, company, as- 
sociation or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of the preceding section. 
and any officer, agent or receiver of any 
firm, company, association or corporation, 
or any member of the same, or any indi- 
vidual, found guilty of a violation thereof, 
shall be fined not less than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) nor more than five thou- 
sand dollars ($5.000.00), or be imprisoned 
in the county jail not to exceed one year, 
or suffer both penalties. 

Sec. IIT. All contracts or agreements | 
made in violation of any of the provisions 
of the two preceding sections shall be 


void. 

Sec. IV. It shall be the duty of the 
county attorneys, in their counties, and 
the attorney general, to enforce the pro- 
visions of the preceding sections of this 
act by appropriate actions in courts of 
competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. V. If complaint shall be made to 
the Secretary of State that any corpora- 
tion authorized to do business in this 
State is guilty of unfair discrimination 
within the terms of this act. it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of State to refer 
the matter to the attorney general who 
may, if the facts justify it in his judg- 
ment, institute proceedings in the courts 
against such corporation. 


Sec. VI. If any corporation, foreign or 
domestic, authorized to do business in 
this State, is found guilty of unfair = 
erimination, within the terms of this act 
it shall be ‘the duty of the Secretary of 


State to immediately revoke the permit of 
sch corporation to do business in this 


State. 

Sec. VII. If after revocation of its per- 
mit such etter: or anv other cor- 
poration not having a nermit and found 
enilty of having violated any of the pro- 


shall continue or at- 
it shall 
by a 


visions of this act, 
o mnt to do business in this State, 
be the duty of the attorney general, 


nroner suit in the name of the State of 
Kansas, to oust such corporation from all 
business of every kind and character in 
said State of Kansas. 

Sec. VIII. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed as repealing anv other act, or 
nert of act, but the remedies herein pro- 
vided shall be cumulative to all other 
remedies provided by law. 

See. IX. This act, heine deemed of im- 
mediate importance, shall take effect and 


be in force from and after the date of its 
legul publication. 

The secretary of the National Petro- 
leum Association has received many 
favorable expressions of opinion con- 
cerning this law, from which the fol- 
lowing have been taken:— 

Hon. A. B. Cummings, governor of the 
State of Towa. says: “‘T am heartily in 
accord with this law. T believe that com- 
petition is vital to the welfare of com- 
merce and industry, and it is the duty of 
the government to use all the power it 
can command to preserve its full force 
and vigor We all know that it is the 
custom of some concerns that have at- 
tained great strength, to crush competil- 
tion by selling their commodities in the 
neighborhood in which competition is es- 
tablished, at an absurdly low price, know- 
ing that the competitor cannot withstand 
the unfair attack. Whatever can be done 
to prevent a monopoly from so fortifying 
itself against competition, without inter- 
fering with the bonafide competition that 
keens prices at a fair level, will be a 
righteous service to the peonle of the 
State.”” Towa has recently adopted this 
law. 

Hon. J. W. Folk, Governor of the State 
of Missouri:—“T have examined the Anti- 
Discrimination law and I think it a good 
one.’ 

Hon. E. W. Hoch, Governor of the State 
of Kansas, in a letter to Governor Cum- 
mings. savs:—‘‘Before the enactment of 
these laws. only one independent refinery 
was in existence in this State, that at 
Humboldt, and it was at the mercy of the 
monopoly and nearlv ready to quit. But 
these laws have made it possible to estab- 
lish independent refineries on a profit ba- 
sis, and not only the Humboldt institution 
has been made profitable. but other inde- 
pendent refineries have been established 


at Cherryvale, Longton, Paola, Rollin, 
Chanute, Erie and Niotaze. Without 
these laws these establishments would 


have been impossible. It is extremely de- 
sirable to extend the operation of these 
pvrincinlies of government to other States, 
that the greatest possible good may come 
from them. T, therefore. most heartily 
recommend these enactments to the fav- 
orable consideration of the Governors of 
sister States, and trust they may think 
the subject of sufficient importance to 
recommend them to their resnective legis- 
latures, and I urge the legislators of the 
several States to study these-enactments, 
and if thought wise, to incorporate them 





or their essential features into the laws 
of their reupecstve States.” 

Hon. Herbert S. Hadley, Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State of Missouri, says:—‘“I 
am familiar with the provisions of the 
Anti-Discrimination law. I am strongly in 
favor of this measure and can see no rea- 
son why honest business’ enterprises 
should oppose it.”’ 

Hon. P, P. Campbell, member of Con- 
gress from Third district of Kansas:— 
“The legislature took up the work fear- 
lessly and intelligently. The lobbyists of 
the Standard Oil Company found a cold 
reception at Topeka and left in the 
night.”’ 

“The price of refined oil in the State has 
been reduced nearly four cents a gallon 
since the fight on the Standard started 
a year ago. Oil is cheaper in Kansas than 
it is in Missouri or any of the Western 
States, because of this competition. The 
people are getting the benefit of the fight 
which the last legislature in Kansas made 
on the Standard Company. They are not 
only getting better prices but they are 
getting better oil.” 

Hon. W. R. Stubbs, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives of the State of 
Kansas:—“‘The Anti-Discrimination law 
has proven invaluable to the oil industry 
of Kansas, as well as highly beneficial to 
the consumers of oil in the State.’’ 

I could also quote from a great many 
other prominent men who have endorsed 
this law and who are familiar with it. 
The law, as you will see by carefully 
reading, does not prevent competition nor 
fix prices at which goods should be sold, 
but encourages honorable and healthy 
competition and prevents the localizing 
of any competitior’s business by making 
such low prices as will destroy his busi- 
ness in that section, after which the trust 
or monopoly, in whatever line, can restore 
prices to whatever figure may suit them 
and recoup their losses from the people 
after competition is destroved. 

Trusting that you will give this the at- 
tention that in your judgment it deserves 
and believing that-you can serve the peo- 
ple no better than by enacting this into a 
law at once, we beg to remain.

The Petroleum Territory, Rypne, 
Galicia. 


At a distance of about seventeen kilo- 
meters from the station Krechowice of 
the line Stryj-Stanislawow (political dis- 
trict Dolina) lies the mountain village 
Rypne, connected with the mentioned 
railroad station by a _ good highroad, 
During the past year this place was the 
object of many geological investigations 
relative to the presence of crude oil, 
which proved exceptionally favorable, in 
consequence of which petroleum dealers 
have directed their attention thereto and 
applied for rights to make numerous 
naphtha openings. 

A long time ago rich oil eruptions were 
noted in Rypne, which also a ar con- 
stantly in our day, especially in the 
southern part of the village. The pro- 
prietor at that time, Count Stanislaw 
Skarbeck, permitted wells several meters 
deep to be dug in the places concerned in 
which the fluid oil collected and with 
which the count applied tests upon the 
neighboring farm, Duba, Since, however, 
at that time the burning of petroleum 
was still unknown, the crude product, 
rich in benzine, placed in the lamp, ex- 
ploded, and occasioned a conflagration to 
which the farm buildings almost fell a 
sacrifice, and in consequence of this acci- 
dent all further experiments of the sort 
were discontinued. Since the crude oil 
there is very heavy it is employed as a 
lubricant for wagon axles and boots and 
is exported in all directions for the same 
purposes. 

When the late Stanislaw Szczepanowski 
returned from his foreign wanderings and 
searched for the petroleum territories of 
the country he noticed Rypne, among 
others, as a district excellenty suited for 
oil production. At that time the so-called 
Canadian method of drilling was still un- 
known in Galicia and to this circumstance 
only is to be ascribed the fact that the 
drilling experiment undertaken failed. In 
fact, the driller reached crude oil but did 
not understand how to exclude the water 
found above and so the latter supplanted 
the oil. The well already one hundred and 
twenty meters deep had to be entirely 
abandoned and to-day scarcely a trace of 
the work remains. 

After that Szczepanowski summoned 
Canadian drillers to Sloboda for the pur- 
pose of perfecting the former drilling 
methods and the mentioned well always 
showed better results, several wells began 
to appear in Galicia and then Rypne also 
came in the order of the day. Mr. Blum- 
encron obtained several joch of land and 
began to drill for crude oil, but with 
small capital. He sunk two wells, No. 2 
and No. 3, and obtained favorable results 
although the wells were located in up- 
right strata. No. 2 is still productive. 
The entire stock was next sold to Messrs. 
Szezepanowski and Perkins and the new 
proprietors immediately began a more ex- 
tensive exploitation. By drilling wells 
from 180 to 380 meters deep with only four 
and five-inch pipes they brought the wells 
to a correspondingly high position, in 
which their production amounted to more 
than 100 cisterns per month. After the 
liquidation of Szczepanowski, who became 
engaged elsewhere, and, indeed, almost 
exclusively in Schodnica, the field Rypne 
really in complete devolpment, was _ sol 
for several million francs to a pelgean 
company with the condition that Mr. r- 
kins should undertake the obligations 
which the newly founded enterprise, for 
a long time independent, carried on with- 
out further adidtion of stock. Now at this 
time, when Mr. Perkins carried on the 
business of the new company, the pro- 
duction increased extraordinarily and the 
shares rose in value considerably. 

Suddenly in Galicia the famous Jacob 
well was disclosed and, as is customary 
in cases of this sort, entire interest was 
centered in Schodnica. Also the Belgium 
company, which stood under other man- 
agement, turned its entire attention ex- 
clusively to Schodnica, engaged in entire- 
ly undisclosed territory, discontinued drill- 
ing operations in Rypne and other al- 
ready productive fields and finally fell to 
drilling on commission some dry wells 
upon the new acquisition to a depth of 
740 meters. In Rypne, however, when Mr. 
Perkins left, nothing was done and man 
confined himself to the pumps. 

For the second time it was Boryslaw on 
which was concentrated the attention and 
capital of almost all petroleum drillers, so 
that nothing remained for the other fields. 

For these reasons the petroleum terri- 
tories of Rypne remained inadequately 
opened in spite of the certain guarantee of 
success. During the past year the men- 
tioned territories were the object of ex- 
amination by different geological experts 
and at the time the parcels were bought 
out for a planned large drilling concern. 
The well known geologists Tietze, Waites, 
Zuber and Holobek unanimously predicte 
a great future for the territories. Accord- 
ing to their opinions there are two ridges 
in Rypne which are entirely independent 
of one another. The first extends through 
the lower part of this district from west 
to east and there nominally connects with 
the Niebylower territory, where it is now 
eagerly drilled. This ridge contains, as 
has been previously proved, a light prod- 
uct free from paraffine and similar to the 
Schudnica output. In this tract there 
were over twenty wells from 170 to 240 
meters deep, preponderating in shelved 
strata, nevertheless each was more or 
less productive. For a long time numbers 
24. 25 and 26 gave eruptions of one cistern 
daily, which. at that time, was a brilliant 
result. The second ridge stretches in the 
southwestern part of the place. There 
onlv one well was drilled to 340 meters 
and a very thick flowing product, con- 
taining varaffine and exactly like that of 
Boryslaw ‘was found, so that the suction 
pump inserted could not operate in con- 
sequence of becoming stopped up with 
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wax. This well, designated number 33, is 
in operation at the present day. 

In recent times it was proved both in 
Boryslaw, as well as in Rogi, Humniska 
and elsewhere, that in that place where 
surface crude oil is found, even if in in- 
considerable quantities, rich strata of 
crude oil are to be found deeper down and 
this gave incentive for the resumption of 
various old fields, among them that of 
Rypne. 

It 1s certain that at a depth of from 650 
to 750 meters rich oil beds are to be 
found. But the first horizon, formerly un- 
rationally exploited, can still be drilled 
with profit, as Dr. Tietze predicted. 

It would only be desirable that the ex- 
ploitation of the promising petroleum field 
in Rypne would experience a rational de- 
velopment, but also in an industrial eco- 
nomical respect—that is, so that the same 
does not degenerate to robbery, as has 
happened, unfortunately, elsewhere. 

The naphtha company Rypne formed in 
May possesses drilling rights upon 150 
joch in Rypne and 6500 joch in the vicinity. 
Its property in Rypne is situated upon the 
southern ridge in the best position. The 
personnel of the council of administration 
and the management offers a guarantee 
for the able direction of the enterprise.—

Society of Chemical Industry. 


An informal symposium on denatured alcohol 
characterized the meeting of the New York 
Section of the Society of Chemical Industry, 
held at the Chemists’ Club, 108 West Fifty-fifth 
street, Friday evening. 

After the reading of the minutes Chairman 
Stone announced the death of Edmund H. 
Miller, professor of analytical chemistry at Co- 
lumbia University, and a member of the com- 
mittee of the section. Secretary Schweitzer 
read a set of resolutions which had been 
adopted by the committee, deploring the death 
of Prof. Miller, and Prof. M. T, Bogart read 
an obituary notice, 

Henry Dalley, chairman of the committee of 
manufacturers, opened the discussion upon de- 
natured alcohol. He stated that his interest 
was that of a fayman, and he was induced to 
work for the removal of the tax upon alcohol 
for industrial uses by the influence tax-free 
alcohol had upon the manufactures and com- 
meree of the European countries which al- 
lowed it. He also referred briefly to the efforts 


which had been made in this country to se- 
eure tax-free alcohol since 1892. 
Mr. Grahame was the next speaker, who 


touched upon the question from an agricultural 
standpoint. He lauded the work of J. H. 
Allen, who was prevented from being present 
at the discussion. He spoke briefly of the dor- 
mant possibilities of alcohol in the arts and 
manufactures, and stated that a failure to 
profit from them would be due to a lack of 
enterprise upon the part of those whose in- 
terest was necessary. Referring to the criti- 
cisms of the law and the regulations being 
cireulated, he said that the law as it now 
stands is broader and more liberal than that of 
any other country, and any defects which may 
be discovered will no doubt be corrected. 
Every statement as to the possibilities and the 
benefits of denatured alcohol made by the com- 
mission will be made good, though he admittea 
that many tales of benefits, arising in other 
sources, were very fairy-like. Taking up the 
economic phase of the problem, he referred to 
the increase in the price of the lighter petro-

leum distillates in the past ten years and the 
steadily decreasing supply, and stated that 
even to-day there are sections of the country 
where tax-free alcohol] can compete with the 
petroleum products in price. 

Mr. Grahame exhibited a number of domestic 
utensils employing alcohol, including a rta- 
ble lamp. which he said would with alcohol 
give double the number of candle power hours 
as with an equal quantity of kerosene; a blue 
flame stove; a Bunsen burner; and a flatiron 
having an internal heating device giving an 
even temperature, 

One feature of the law which was to be re- 
zretted was that it prohibited the use of tax- 
free alcohol in the manufacture of ether be- 








cause ether was considered a medical sub- 
staeaee, This, he believed, will be rectified 
ater. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley then spoke of the part 


played by the farmer in the denatured alcohol 
problem not alone as a consumer, but as the 
producer of the raw material. He took up the 
several sources of alcohol, and dwelt upon 
their advantages and disadvantages. Indian 
corn, the chief source of the present supply, is 
too expensive, as is likewise the potato. Mo- 
lasses, to-day the cheapest source, is particu- 
larly adapted to the production of denatured 
alcohol, as the process of refining sugar ren- 
ders the molasses denatured; the domestic 
supply of this {s not, however, equal to the fu- 
ture demand. The sweet potato is almost the 
equal of Indian corn as a producer of alcohol, 
and there are great possibilities in its produc- 
tion for this purpose. The waste of the sweet 
corn cannéries has been found to be a profita- 
ble source of alcohol, and this will be taken 
advantage of by the canners. The waste of 
other canning establishments is of little value. 
The cornstalk is at the time the corn is ripe a 
fruitful source of fermentable matter produc- 
ing alcohol, but the season is so short that at 
present its utilization is not feasible. The De- 
partment of Agriculture will endeavor to find 
through the farmer all the raw material the 
future may require. 

Cc. A, Crampton, chemist of the Treasury 
Department, made a few remarks on the prac- 
tical execution of the law and regulations. He 
referred to the laws now in force permitting 
the use of tax-free alcohol by institutions of 
learning; in fortifying sweet wines, and in the 
manufacture of sorghum sugar. He gave a 
brief account of the tour of the commission 
through the European countries where the laws 
governing tax-free alcohol were studied, as 
well as the methods of enforcing the laws and 
the examination of denaturants, etc. He ex- 
hibited a number of samples of completely and 
specially denatured aleohol obtained abroad, 
and outlined the processes in use in the several 
countries. 

CE. Munroe, who will have charge of the 
aleohol exhibit at the Jamestown Exposition, 
spoke of the plans of the exhibit, and solicited 
the assistance of the members of the society 
and of all chemists. 

Prof. Locke, of Columbia, gave a brief ac- 
count of the experiments he is conducting with 
a view to finding out the value of alcohol as a 
source of power. On the average, alcohol com- 
pares favorably with gasoline, and in specially 
constructed engines is somewhat superior; and 
bas always the additional value of safety.

Reports were prevalent 
to the effect that parcels for delivery 
over the early part of 1907 could have 
been purchased at lc. below current 
quotations. The government estimate 
of the flaxseed crop to November 1 is 
placed at 27,000,000 bushels, excluding 
about 1,500,000 bushels reserved for 
sowing. The 1905 production available 
for oil was 28,000,000 bushels. Conflict- 
ing reports on the Argentine crop indi- 
cated serious damage by frost, while 
on the other hand it was claimed that 
the damage has been slight and the 
yield will be an average one. Advices 
from London state that this season, 
however, the advance in cotton oil has 
indirectly some influence on the other 
product, inasmuch as the Continent 
will, owing to the lower price, give 
their attention to linseed oil in making 
inferior soaps. The supplies into the 
United Kingdom of foreign linseed oil 
will consequently be smaller than pre- 
viously reckoned upon, and conse- 
quently cause better markets here for 
the home product. Our Chicago letter 
gives the seed, cake and oil situation 
in detail in that section.

With receipts of lower grades large and 
little doing in pales the prices of the lower 
grades went tumbling down this week, almost 
reaching the record for the year. It is evident 
that the heavy receipts had something to do 
with the downward tendency of lower grades, 
since they had the greatest tumble on the day 
that the receipts were heaviest here and at 
Savannah. There were buyers ready to take 
what was offered, but at prices which indicated 
that the exporters saw that the lower des 
were coming in too fast to meet the Sotnenee 
demand. On the other hand, the prices of 
pales again made a record for the week, the 
price of $7.10 having been reached for the 
highest grade on Tuesday. From that day, 
however, there appeared to be a tendency to 
drop, and by the end of the week the indica- 
tions are that they will be back to a fair 
price, The receipts of the best grades has been 
small. 

There has been little doing in turpentine 
this week at this market. Sales were small 
and the demand appeared to be slight. The 
prices, however, have been regarded ag sta- 


tionary, and there is every reason to believe 
that they are to remain so for some time. 

It was stated on the Jacksonville market 
this week that the combination of the Shotter 
and Patterson-Downing companies at Savannah 
has had something to do with the lower prices 
of rosins, but this statement appeared to be 
only an excuse for a comment upon what effect 
the combination will or has had on the trade. 

There is every effort being made to dis- 
courage a heavy box cut this season, and it is 
more than evident that the appeals from the 
officers of the Turpentine Operators’ Associa- 
tion will have some weight. The operators 
claim that they have not had a satisfactory 
year, and most of them appear to believe that 
there is some advantage to be gained by keep- 
ing the box cut down. To assist in this there 
are local associations being organized by the 
operators in all parts of the naval stores belt 
and considerable campaign work being done, 
It is evident that there has been an improve- 
ment in the labor conditions. This has been 
brought about by an evident desire to keep 
the prices down, which has had a tendency to 
induce the negro turpentine hands to-work bet- 
ter and to give the industry more of their 
time.

The Pure Food and Drug Law— 


Three Important Rulings. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23, 1906. 


The Secretary of Agriculture, under the 
provisions of the new Pure Food and 
Drug law, has issued three important 
rulings covering a series of questions that 
have recently been raised with regard to 
the operation of the new statute. These 
relate to the filing of guaranties, the 
approval of labels and the re-labeling of 
goods on hand, 

The ruling concerning the filing of 
guaranties has been drafted to simplify 
the provisions of the general regulations 
and is as follows:— 


“In order that both the department and the 
manufacturer may be protected against fraud it 
is requested that all guaranties of a general 
character filed with the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture in harmony with Regulation 9, Rules and 
Regulations for the Enforcement of the Food 
and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, be acknowl- 
edged before a notary or other official author- 
ized to affix a seal. Attention is called to the 
fact that when a general guaranty has been 
thus filed every package of articles of food and 
drugs put up under the guaranty should bear 
the legend, ‘Guaranteed under the Food and 
Drugs Act, June 30, 1906,’ and also the serial 
number assigned thereto, if the dealer is to 
receive the protection contemplated by the 
guaranty. No other word should go upon this 
legend or accompany it in any way. Particular 
attention is called to the fact that nothing 
should be placed upon the label, or in any 
printed matter accompanying it, indicating that 
the guaranty is made by the Department of 
Agriculture. The appearance of the _ serial 
number with the phrase above mentioned upon 
a label does not exempt it from inspection nor 
its guarantor from prosecution in case the arti- 
cle in question be found in any way to violate 
the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906.’’ 


The Department of Agriculture has re- 
ceived thousands of requests for the ap- 
proval of labeis, but as it is impracticable 
for the Pure Food and Drug Commission 
to cover this comprehensive field in sep- 
arate rulings, it has been decided not to 
undertake to do so and to confine de- 
cisions to broad questions which can be 
determined and the rulings thereon pub- 
lished from time to time. The depart- 
ment, therefore, defines its position in the 
following statement:— 


‘‘Numerous requests are referred to this de- 
partment for the approval of labels to be used 
in connection with articles of food and drugs 
under the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906. 
This act does not authorize the Secretary of 
Agriculture nor any agent of the department to 
approve labels. The department, therefore, 
will not give its approval to any label. Any 
printed matter upon the label implying that 
this department has approved it will be with- 
out warrant. It is believed that with the law 
and regulations before him the manufacturer 
will have no difficulty in arranging his label in 
harmony with the requirements set forth. If 
there be questions on which there is doubt re- 
specting the general character of labels, deci- 
sions under the food and drugs act will be ren- 
dered, of a public character and published from 
time to time, covering such points.’’ 

No question is of more importance to 
the drug trade than the matter of re- 
labeling goods which may be in the hands 
of the manufacturer or jobber when the 
new law goes into effect and which will 
require tc be shipped from one State to 
another after that date. The Pure Food 
and Drug Commission has sought to treat 
this subject as liberally as possible and 
the general requirements have been modi- 
fied in important particulars. The ruling 
of the department is set forth in detail 
in the following decision:— 


“The following is a type of numerous com- 
munications received concerning the operation 
of the food law:— 

‘“‘*The retail grocers of our city, as well as 
some of the jobbers, are very much concerned 
over stocks of canned goods and other similar 
goods they might have in stock on January 1, 
1907, when the new pure-food act goes into 
effect. 

*‘*We are under the impression that where 
there is nothing deleterious to health contained 
in such goods so held it is not the Department’s 
intention to interfere in any way, shape, or 
form with them. 

** *Where these goods are held by retailers in 
our own city does this come within the juris- 
diction of the National law, or is it controlled 
only by State laws?’ 

“Similar letters have been received relating 
to drugs, medicines, and other articles affected 
by the operation of the law. A general answer 
is deemed advisable, which, it is hoped, will 
cover the cases in question. 

‘Section (i) of Regulation 17 provides that:— 

‘**The regulation regarding the principal la- 
bel will not be enforced until October 1, 1907, 
in the case of labels printed and now on hand, 
whenever any statement therein contained 
which is contrary to the food and drugs act, 
June 30, 1906, as to character of contents, shall 
be corrected by supplemental label, stamp, or 
paster. All other labels now printed and on 
hand may be used without change until Octo- 
ber 1, 1907.’ 

“It is held that under this regulation labels 
which contain statements relating to the name 
of manufacturer, the place of manufacture, 
ete., which are not in harmony with the gen- 
eral meaning of the law may be used if on 
hand on the ist of January, 1907, the day on 
which the regulations become effective. Any 
statement, however, respecting the character of 
the contents which is false or misleading should 
be corrected as indicated, The correction should 
secure the obliteration of the misstatement 
either by placing the supplemental label or 
paster over it or obliterating it in some other 
way. If the goods contain artificial color or 
preservative other than ordinary condimental 
substances (salt, sugar, vinegar, wood smoke, 
spices, and condiments of all kinds), that fact 
should appear upon the supplemental stamp or 
paster. If any of the words required to be 
placed upon drugs and foods in the specific 
wording of the act do not appear upon the 
label, such as alcohol, opium, etc., it is held 
that the correction must include the enumera- 
tion of these substances, as provided for in 
Regulations 28 and 29. 

“If goods that are packed and sealed in a 
earton which contains the bottle or other pack- 
age also sealed and labeled were not in the 
hands of the manufacturer after January 1, 
1907, but had been already delivered to the 
jobber or dealer, it will be held sufficient to 
mark the external carton alone, provided the 
goods are sold only in the unbroken carton. If 
the container, however, holds a large number 
of separate packages, it will be necessary that 
each of the separate packages to be sold as 
such shall be labeled with the words required 
specifically by the act. 

‘It must not be forgotten that Regulation 17, 
section (i), is for the purpose of avolding the 
expense of relabeling articles already packed 
and branded at the time the regulations go 
into effect and which necessarily could not have 
been so packed and branded with any intent to 
evade the provisions of the law, and it is ex- 
pected that jobbers and dealers will do every- 
thing in their power to bring the packages now 
on hand into as close harmony with the pro- 
visions of the act and the regulations made 
thereunder as possible

‘All articles in the hands of manufacturers, 
jobbers, and dealers on the ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1907, which are sold wholly within the 
State in which they are found on that date are 
exempt from the provisions of the act. Thus 
the use of the supplemental label, stamp, or 
paster is required only on those articles which 
on or after the Ist day of January, 1907, enter 
interstate commerce or are offered for sale in 
the District of Columbia and the Territories. 
It is believed that the provisions of Regulation 
17, section (i), can be complied with without 
great annoyance and expense. It will be 
deemed sufficient if the supplemental pasters 
and labels are attached at the time the goods 
are shipped beyond the State line; that is, 
they need not necessarily be attached to such 
article on the Ist day of January, but at any 
time thereafter when prepared for interstate 
commerce. Thus the labor of meeting this re- 
quirement will be distributed according to the 
exigencies of actual trade. On and after Oc- 
tober 1, 1907, the labels must be originally 
printed, and no further amendment will be con- 
sidered.’’

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Nov. 22, 1906. 

Continued strength has been the feature 
of the seed market at all the Western 
centers during the current week, and the 
buying has been at times remarkable. 
With the exception of a few recessions, 
dips from the high points, the market has 
been one of even greater firmness than 
that of the previous week. The desire of 
the crushers for seed seems to have cen- 
tered in a great anxiety to secure al] the 
seed that it is possible to secure before 
the ciosing of lake navigation, and for 
this reason the November option has been 
exceptionally strong. The bears in the 
market have been reluctant all along to 
admit the inherent strength of the mar- 
ket. Every week they have met the gains 
in prices with the analysis that the con- 
dition was only temporary, and that there 
would soon come a natural reaction. In- 
deed, it seems that it is not violating any 
confidence to assert that even those bulls 
who were the most pronounced in their 
views did not look for the market to be as 
strong as it has been. But in spite of all 
predictions to the contrary, the demand 
for seed has continued unabated, and all 
of the recent changes have been on the 
side of advances, so that now the trade 
nas about reached the conclusion that the 
market is strong because the buyers need 
the seed. In other words, the firmness of 
the trade is natural, and is not due to 
neavy speculative influences. The fact 
that the market has kept up has been a 
complete surprise to those who make it a 
nart of their business to prognosticate the 
future. Everything apparently wae 
against the advance, but at last the mar- 
ket has reached a _ point where _ the 
prophets are willing to admit that they 
made a mistake. The ‘“‘whys’ and the 
‘‘wherefores’’ have been for the moment 
lost sight of in the fact that the market 
is high. And yet, when the traders come 
to study the situation closely, prices are 
not so altitudinous as they appear. It is 
only by comparison with the market as it 
was at this time last year that prices 
appear to be out of line with what they 
should be. In order words, extraordinary 
conditions are not to be charged to the 
market this year, but rather to that of 
last year. Traders who did not look for 
values for seed to be as high as they now 
are, are now saying that this is the nor- 
mal year. Buying of seed by the Amer- 
ican crushers, as they have bought it this 
year, betokens a good general condition 
of the country’s commercial life, and in- 
dicates that there is no great fear that 
there will be a lack of demand for oil. 
Building operations are active, and as this 
is Jargely the foundation for the paint 
business, which interests crushers to the 
greatest extent, there is a general belief 
that the @emand ‘for oil will eventually 
prove as good as it was last year. 

Tlow much of the buying of seed during 
the current week was for new account, 
and how much was for covering by those 
earlier sellers of November who do not 
now see their way clear to secure the 
seed for November delivery, cannot be 
said. It is enough to know that while 
there was a liberal buying for covering. 
there was also a large line of new busi- 
ness taken on. The receipts of seed at the 
big Northwest centers is falling off. There 
was a decided shrinkage in the run this 
week as compared with the arrivals for 
the last few weeks of the present season, 
though the total was larger than for the 
same week a year ago. Many of the 
best posted men in the trade still continue 
to’declare that there was a tremendous 
crop of seed raised this year, and the re. 
ports from interior points are to the effect 
that the line houses are well filled, but 
the receipts at the central market do not 
hold up as the demand would seem to 
call for. This of itself has had a large 
influence in holding prices un. The trade 
is wondering if there will be a dropning 
of prices after the close of navigation. 
The foreigner is not in the market now. 
He has retired for a time at least. The 
indications, if one is to judge from the 
renorts from Argentine. are to the effect 
that thet country will produce much more 
seed this vear than it did last vear. Nat- 
urally, this is calculated to make the for- 
elen buyer look askance at the nresent 
Duluth wrices. Added to this is the fact 
that India is showing signs of returning 
a big cron the current season. FEvervth'ine 
is said to he favorable to a good yield 
there. The growing vlart is said to he 
safe from frost in manv districts. In the 
early planted districts farmers are not a 
long distance from harvests and nromises 
are said to be excellent. In the oninion of 
the foreign traders Tndia will be offering 
seed more freely within the next month 
and this should relieve the nressure of 
demand which has kent seed wn. But 
whether this will effect the domestic mer- 


ket or not is hard to say. Reeent de- 
mand for seed, as has been said, has heen 
for domestic crushers, and they will not 
he expected to buy so freelv after naviga- 
tion closes the comine month. If the 
seed shonvld bein to nile up at the head 
of the 'skes. this nrobahly will have the 
effect of lowing the price far cash. A

OIL.—Linseed oil has re- 


ated. The changes in the seed market 
were not sharp enough to force the 
crushers to the game of following the 
leader, and while a few of the independ- 
ents did cut the price for a day or two, 
they ended with the market for oil on the 
same level as it was last week. At that 
the price is not an even one. Each and 
every one of the crushers have ideas of 
his own-and it does not: matter to him 
whether they suit the notions of the other 
crushers or not. Thus it happens that 
while one crusher is quoting oil at 39c., 
nother is holding it at 38¢c. There is, 
owever, the same relative difference of 


opinion as there was last week, so that 
there is not any change. Crushers are 
making oil. In fact, they are making a 
tremendous amount of it, and where it is 
all going is a mystery in the face of the 
oft repeated statements that there has 
been only a comparatively small amount 
of oil sold this season. It has leaked out 
that recently one of the big crushers con- 
tracted for delivery as far ahead as next 
May at a price approximately 8c. under 
that which the same company is now 
quoting the market, and yet at the time 
the sales were being made the market 
was quoted as a stagnant one. There has 
been more of this secret, or quiet selling 
this season than there has been for some 
years past. Buyers scent in the actions 
of some of the crushers a deep scheme to 
put the market higher, The impression is 
allowed to go forth that the crushers are 
not anxious to sell at the prices that are 
quoted, If the buyer can be induced to 
think that the market is destined for a 
higher level, he naturally will buy at the 
quotable price. It is apparent, however, 
that the buyers will not contract for 
much oil at the present price, for it is 
admittedly high, especially as there is a 
more or less firm belief that seed will be 
lower after the November option has 
passed into history. Oil at 39c. represents 
a price for seed higher than most of it 
has been bought at, and if the seed should 
again react to a lower level, purchases 
of oil at 39c. will look extremely high. 

LINSEED CAKE.—Almost every week 
the hope is held out that the cake trade 
will pick up, but the market goes along 
in the same old rut with here and there a 
suggestion of higher prices, but with no 
actual gains. The demand for cake dur- 
ing the current week has been very tame, 
Orders from the other side of the Atlantic 
are light. Sellers here appear to be out 
of line with the ideas of the foreign buy- 
ers as to what the price really should be, 
and the result is a deadlock—stagnation. 
The crushers are filling old contract 
orders, but are doing very little in the 
way of picking up new business, If it 
were not for the good meal trade which 
the domestic market is furnishing, it 
might be hard for the crushers to dispose 
of the small free lots of product which 
they are turning out. The warm weather 
on the other @ide which is popularly de- 
clared to be the cause for the dullness in 
the trade has not yet given way to that 
temperature in which the selling of cake 
is supposed to be the most active. The 
quotable market of $26@26.60 per ton for 
cake, on the Chicago basis is still pre- 
vailing, but it may be said that the price 
is little more than nominal. 

CORN OIL.—The demand continues 
good, and the makers evidently have not 
seen any reason for lowering the recent 
high price for the market fs still quotable 
at $4.70. Manufacturers say that they can 
sell all the oil at this price which they 
can turn out. This is probably an ex- 
aggeration, but it might be said without 
fear of contradiction that they are selling 
all that they are turning out, always 
keeping in mind the fact that the output 
is largely controlled by the immediate or 
the prospective demand, and not the price 
by the supply. That other oils should 
rule high is given as the cause of the 
present good market for corn oil, and this 
is no doubt the true reason.

LARD.—A good speculative business in

favorable to the bulls in the market. The 
packers have a habit of starting every 
week with a bear raid on live hogs, in 
order to influence the provision market, 
but as the supplies of hogs do not hold 
out, the big killers are forced by the 
middle of the week to boost hog values 
again. There does not appear to be any 
ehance for a marked decline in the price 
of product so long as the arrivals of hogs 
at the central markets are so light. 
Market for cash lard closed to-day at 
$9.60, the November price. Leaf lard has 
been in fair demand, and closed at $9.50.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, Nov. 23, 1906. 


The demand for fertilizers has been some- 
what better during the last week, and there 
has been an accumulation of orders by some of 
the sellers. Prices have advanced sharply on 
the strength of the demand, and toward the 
close of the current week this advance had the 
effect of shutting off the demand to some ex- 
tent. Buyers are unsettled in their views, so 
that the peculiar feature is noted that in many 
cases they have actually paid more for their 
materials than the prices at which the packers 
have quoted their stuff to the brokers. While 
the chief demand for materials is from the 
South, there is also a fair demand from North- 
ern points. Reports from the South say that 
the retail demand for fertilizer is not so active 
as it generally is at this time of the year, and 
this naturally makes the manufacturers reluc- 
tant to pay the price for materials that the 
packers are asking. 

DRIED BLOOD.—Demand is good, but the 
price is now so high that it is almost prohibi- 
tive. From the recent quiet condition of the 
market the trade took on renewed activity 
during the early part of the week, which evi- 
dently imbued the packers with the idea that 
they could add another advance to the price. 
Since the quotations have been advanced to 

2.70, the price at which packers are now hold- 
ing blood, sales have not been very heavy, 
though it is reported that some business has 
aeen done, in a small way, at an even lower 
gure. 

TANKAGE.—Prices are high. Of this there 
can be no doubt, for while there seems to be a 
good demand for stuff the sales during the 
week have not been large, and this is attrib- 
uted to the fact that the buyers do not feel 
that they can afford to pay the prices which 
the packers are asking. The bulk of the offer- 
ings are of the high-grade stuff, and buyers 
would prefer the lower grades if they could 
secure them. While the South is still the best 
customer, a fair amount of business recently 
has been done with the East and Southeastern 
points. The general range of prices as now

The market is 
quotably $17 per ton, Chicago basis, irrespec- 
tive of the grade. This is in bulk. j 

CONCENTRATED SHEEP MANURE‘—Buy- 
ers are taking this material very readily, and 
the market is strong. Makers are producing it 
as fast as they con secure access to the sheep 
sheds at the feeding points, and the production 
is kept sold ahead for about sixty days. Prob- 
ably two-thirds of the make for the next two 
months has already been booked, The current 
price is $7.50 per ton, Chicago.

Samoan Copra Crop Curtailed by 
Volcano. 


Consul George Heimrod, of Apia, 
writes that the exports of copra from 
Samoa in 1905 amounted to 8,600 tons, 
of which 5,000 tons were sun dried and 
3,600 tons cured by the hot-air process, 
The copra produced by “hot air’ is 
used exclusively by manufacturers of 
confectionery, and brings from 10 to 20 
per cent. more than the sun dried ar- 
ticle. The flow of lava from the vol- 
cano of Savaii has covered over 40,000 
acres of productive soil, on which many 
thousand cocoanut bearing trees were 
planted. The loss of copra from this 
source is figured at 500 tons. 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 24, 1906. 


Development work in the lower 
Southwest oil fields showed a further 
falling off. In nearly all of the dis- 
tricts fewer wells are being drilled and 
started and new work under way is 
slow, owing in part to the fact that 
same is being confined within the old 
oil fields, Light producers or dry holes 
continue to be reported and only some 
fairly good wells are reported drilled 
in the lower Southwest fields. In many 
districts operations are nearing to a 
close and practically no efforts to re- 
sume work before next spring will be 
made. The oil business continues 
featureless, aside from the shipments 
which, according to claims, nearly 
double the runs, which is not solely at- 
tributed to the reduced production, as 





the latter has overshadowed the 
facilities, which have been _  inade- 
quate to cope with it. Owing to the 


progressive development work the pro- 
duction has exceeded the capacity of 
storage in tanks, as well as to trans- 
port the oil by rail or pipe lines from 
the fields. The rank of States in the 
production of petroleum varies accord- 
ing to whether the standard of rank is 
the quantity or the value of the oil 
produced. The largest quantity of oil 
produced by any State in the Union is 
California, which produced 33,427,473 
barrels of oil in 1905 or 24.81 per cent. 
of the total output. Texas follows with 
28,136,189 barrels or 20.89 per cent, of 
the total, and Ohio next with 16,346,660 
barrels or 12.13 per cent. of the whole. 

When the States are arrayed in the 
order of value of production, the posi- 
tions are materially changed, as shown 
by the report of Mr. W. T. Griswold of 
the United Geographical Survey on 
the production of petroleum in 1905. 
Ohio, with a production valued at $17,- 
054,877, or 20.27 per cent. of the total 
value, holds first rank. West Virginia 
ranks fifth in regard to quantity, with 
an output worth $16,132,631, or 19.17 per 
cent. of the whole, stands second, and 
Pennsylvania, with oil valued at $14,- 
653,278, or 17.41 per cent. of the total 
value, holds third place, while Califor- 
nia commands fsfth place, with oil 
valued at $8,201,846, or 9.74 of the total. 
The pipe line runs from the mid-conti- 
nent fields during October amounted 
to 2,009,650 barrels, of which 450,139 bar- 
rels went into storage, and the re- 
mainder, 1,559,520 barrels, were deliv- 
eries. The daily average runs were 
64,827 barrels and the deliveries 
amounted to 50,307 barrels, 14,520 bar- 
rels to go into tanks daily. The record 
for October eclipses that of any other 
month in the history of the field, ex- 
cepting last January. In the advent of 
development work being pushed in the 
Southern districts the production 
would show material increases, not 
touching on the undrilled territory in 
the older districts. In the Texas fields, 
according to late reports, there has 
been some variation in production and 
development work in the Gulf coast 
section during the first half of Novem- 
ber compared with the last half of 
October. The Texas districts showed 
an increased output of approximately 
900 barrels on November 14 compared 
with October 31. The gross output of 





Texas-Louisiana districts amounted to 
48,600 barrels on the former date, com- 
pared with 60,375 barrels about October 
31, showing an increase of 1,775 barrels. 
In the Texas fields Humble increased 
its production 500 barrels, Saratoga 600 
barrels and Batson 50 barrels. Dayton 
remains unchanged. Quotations for 
Texas oil are:—Batson, 52@60c., as to 
gravity; Humble, 65c.; Jennings, 58c.; 
Saratoga, 60c.; Spindle Top, 68c.; Sour 
Lake, 50@64c., as to gravity. 





Refined and Products. 


The demand for refined for export 
has been fair throughout the past week. 
Conditions governing the markets 
abroad show no changes of importance, 
In Russia, however, there has been 
some interruption in the work at Baku, 
but business continues on a satisfactory 
basis. There prevails still a feeling of 
uncertainty regarding a probable strike 
by the workmen and it is impossible 
to forecast when labor troubles will 
break out afresh, which may occur after 
the laborers have earned some more 
money. The production of oil at 
Grosuyi is increasing and wells have 
commenced to spout again. Boring is 
being energetically prosecuted on these 
fields. The production of the Baku 
oil field for the first half of October 
shows an increase over the September 
output. The engagements during the 
week in the local market amounted to 
205,000 bbls. The price of barreled oil 
for export remains steady and is quot- 
ed at 7.50c. for New York loading and 
7.45¢c. for Philadelphia loading. The 
principal foreign markets remain un- 
changed. The quotations to-day by 
cable were:—Antwerp, 19%4f.; Bremen, 
6.35m.; London, 6%@6%d., and Liver- 
pool, 65d. Freight rates are steady at 
2s. 2d@3s. hence to London and at 2s. 
3d.@38s. to Continental ports, as to port 
and vessel. The demand from the 
home trae for spot lots continued sea- 
sonable and prices remained firm on 
the basis of 10c, for 150 deg. water 
white from tanks and 13c. in bbls. 

Cases for export have been in light 
demand, and sales amounted to over 
175,000 cases. The price of plain tops 
remained unchanged at 10c. Freight 
rates were firm and unchanged. 

Crude for export remained inanimate 
and no sales of importance have been 
reported. Pennsylvania crude closed 
at 7.50c. in hbls. Cases for export have 
been quiet, and no sales have been re- 
ported. 

Naphthas remain unchanged. For ex- 
port no sales have been reported,

Russian Petroleum Position, 


The Baku market is still weak, the quotations 
having declined all round during the week. 
This is chiefly due to the maintenance of the 
production and the near approach of the close 
of the navigation of the Volga. The quotation 
for crude oil for prompt delivery fell 1% co- 
pecks, being 21 copecks per pood. Sellers 
do not come forward for long period sales, the 
business being confined almost entirely to 
transactions for prompt delivery. For resid- 
uals the quotation has again been largely re- 
duced, the quotation for prompt delivery being 
only 23 copecks per pood, while for delivery 
during the remainder of the navigation of the 
Volga the price has been reduced to 24% co- 
pecks per pood. The kerosene quotation has 
also been largely reduced, and to-day it is 
quoted for prompt delivery free on rail at 
Baku at 26% copecks per pood, while the quo- 





tation f. o. b. vessel on the Caspian Sea for 
delivery to the interior of Russia by the 
aa has been reduced to 26% copecks per 
pood. 

The stock of kerosene available fs still small, 
and, although there are sellers for forward 
delivery, the quantities are not large. Al- 
though there has been no interruption in the 
work at Baku and generally the business is 
going on satisfactorily, yet the feeling of un- 
rest still prevails, and it is impossible to say 
how long the workmen will continue without 
further strikes. It is very probable that when 
they have earned some more money they will 
again go out on strike.

Powdered has also ad- 
vanced correspondingly and the market 
is now on a basis of $3.70@3.75. The 
firm feeling is due to the droughts in 
the growing districts and consequent 
scarcity of stocks.

The arrivals to date amount to 2,841, against 
1,223 at same period last year. The sales this 
week ammount to 27 cases, as follows:—For the 
Continent, 3 cases Karahissar talequale at 8s. 
6d.; for England, 22 cases Karahissar at 8s. 
6d.; for the Continent, 2 cases extra Karahis- 
sar at 8s. 1ld. The market is steady and the 
position as firm as ever, with an upward ten- 
dency prevailing. 


Quinine, 


A steady tone has prevailed in the 
market during the week, with a strong 
consuming demand. Dealers have con- 
fidence that further advances may be 
looked for before long. Manufacturers’ 
prices are firmly maintained at 15%c. 
in 100-0z. tins, while in the outside 
market no large lots are available and 
15@15'c. prevails for both German and 
Java. Reports from abroad are that 
foreign manufacturers are refusing to 
make contracts. Local inquiry has been 
large; yesterday there was a request 
for 5,000 oz. and the day before for 
10,000. Our London correspondent, un- 
der date of November 13, writes as 
follows :— 

At the monthly auction held to-day, the elev- 
enth of the series, the supplies brought for- 
ward were again very small, though slightly 
larger than a month ago, 650 bales being cata- 
logued, as against 390 packages offered on Oc- 
tober 9. The demand wus good and 1838 bales 
found buyers under the hammer at the higher 
average unit of %d. as against a full average 
unit of 13-16d. obtained at the previous sales. 
East Indian offered and sold 24 bales, accord- 
ing to analysis, officinalis natural stem chips at 
38%d. to 4d. per pound. Java offered 526 bales, 
and 159 disposed of. Hybrid stem chips at 
4%d., branch at 2\%d. and root at 4%d. per 
pound. Leageriana natural stem chips at 45d. 
to 6%d., branch at 4%d. and root at 5%d. per 
pound. The next auctions in London will be 
heid on December 4, and those for 1907 are 
fixed as follows:—January 22, February 26, 
March 19, April 16, May 14, June 4, July 9, 
August 13, September 10, October 8, November 
12 and December 17. 

Sulphate of quinine is quiet, owing to absence 
of sellers, and German second-hand spot is 
nominally quoted at 7%d. per ounce. 

Our Amsterdam correspondent writes 
that the last bark auction consisted of 
9,239 bales, about 896,643 kilos of Java 
cinchona bark, with 47,552 kilos of sul- 
phate of quinine, divided as follows:— 
druggists’ bark, 126,180 kilos, containing 
4,198 kilos sulphate of quinine, and 
manufacturing bark, 770,463 kilos, con- 
taining 43,354 kilos sulphate of quinine, 
as per published analyses. The average 
percentage of sulphate of quinine of 
the manufacturing bark was therefore 
5.63 per cent., against 6.09 per cent. at 
the September auction. The govern- 
ment bark amounted to 80,273 kilos, 
and the private bark to 816,370 kilos. At 
the next bark auction, on December 
13, the offering will be 8,735 packages.

ACETONE.—A fair amount of busi- 
ness is being done, and prices are now 
firm at last week’s advance to 154%@li7c.

Indigo Crop in India. 


The tirst general memorandum on the 
indigo crop of the season of 1906-07 has 
been issued by the Commercial Intelli- 


gence Department of the Government of 
India. 

The provinces dealt ‘with in this memor- 
andum contain 97.7 per cent. of the total 
area under indigo in British India, caleu- 
‘ated on the averages of the five years 
ending 1904-05. The average acreage un- 
der the crop in that period is 755,900 acres, 
but in 1905-06 the total acreage reported 
at the corresponding period was only 330,- 
400, and the figures for 196-07 are 329,800, 
the contraction in Bengal, the United 
Provinces and the Panjab being almost 
counterbalanced by a large increase in 
Madras, attributed to seasonable rainfall 
The condition of the crop is reported to 
be “fair to good’’ in Madras, and ‘“‘aver- 
age’ in the Panjab, but there has been 
some damage done to the young plants by 
excessive rainfall in Bengal and_ the 
United Provinces. The following is a 
summary of the reports:— 

Bengal (40 per cent.).—The area sown ig 
reported to be 138,300 acres, against 170,700 
acres of last year and 223,100 acres in 1904. 
Owing to the stress of competition with 
the synthetic dye, the area under indigo 
is rapidly contracting. Cultivation is be- 
ing gradually abandoned in Lower Ben- 
gal, and even in North Bihar the area is 
considerably reduced. Sowings were re- 
tarded a little for want of timely rain; 
and the crop suffered seriously later on 
in the season from an excessive fall and 
high floods in North Bihar. It is esti- 
mated that the average outturn per acre 
will be about 46 per cent. of the normal, 
as compared with 47 per cent. last year;

Madras (28.8 per cent.).—The total area 
sown in raiyatwari villages up to the end 
of August is reported to be 94,800 acres, 
which is as much as 8 per cent. larger 
than the area reported at this date last 
year, but 16 per cent. less than the aver- 
age of the preceding five years. The in- 
crease as compared with last year is at- 
tributed to seasonable rainfall in Cud- 
dapah, Kurnool and Nellore. The gen- 
eral condition of the crop is promising. 

United Provinces (21.1 per cent.).—The 
exact area sown will not be known until 
December, but so far as information is 
available there appears to have been a 
further contraction in the area of 40,700 
acres reported last year, the decrease be- 
ing estimated by land holders at 30 per 
cent., but the Provincial Director believes 
it will not exceed 15 per cent. Sowings 
were made this year at the usual time, 
germination was satisfactory and water 
for irrigation was sufficient, but the crop 
has been injured in places, particularly in 
the eastern districts, by hot winds, ex- 
cessive rain and insect pests. On the

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES 


Reports from the principal trade cen- 
ters during the past week have uni- 
formly indicated a satisfactory condi- 
tion of business. The large transporta- 
tion companies continue to report that 
business is of record volume, and that 
they are unable to promptly ship the 
quantities of miscellaneous freight that 
have accumulated at various transfer 
centers throughout the country. That 
endeavors are being made to prevent a 
future occurrence of the present car 
shortage conditions is indicated by the 
placing of orders for new rolling stock 
amounting to over $61,000,000 by six 
of the great railroad systems of the 
West. In the lines of trade represent- 
ed by the Reporter, the demand for 
chemicals has continued good and, aside 
from delayed deliveries owing to trans- 
portation difficulties, business for the 
week has been very satisfactory. The 
demand for drugs has been fair al- 
though consumers appear somewhat in- 
different as to heavy purchases, until 
the effect of the pure food and drug law 
is ascertained. The movement of paints 
and dyestuffs has been seasonable. 
Oils have continued moderately active. 
Seed oils have been in good request, 
while a moderate demand has prevail- 
ed for animal and fish oils. Mineral 
oils have ruled quiet and a moderate 
movement incident to this season of the 
year has been in progress. The indus- 
trial situation appears to be very satis- 
factory. There has been no relaxation 
in the building trade and the structural 
iron and steel industries have derived 
considerable benefit as a result of the 
numerous building operations now in 
progress. Advices from the metal trades 
have been encouraging, the active de- 
mand for copper and lead showing no 
abatement. Reports from the textile 
industry state that large orders have 
been booked for futures of all grades 
and that cottonades have been sold fur- 
ther ahead on the present market than 
at any time in the past six years, Man- 
ufacturers of all classes of machinery 
report a continued active demand for 
their products and the output of steam 
and electrical equipment establish a 
record in their line. Nothing of ma- 
terial importance has developed in the 
labor situation. Small strikes have 
been declared at manufacturing points 
both East and West and, although 
there have been rumors of larger 
strikes, it is stated from high authori- 
ties that amicable arrangements’ will 
probably be made in a few days. The 
great agricultural staples have shown 
weakness. Wheat has ranged extreme- 
ly low during the last few months and, 
although most every other staple com- 
modity has sold at record prices, wheat 
has always been a drug to the market. 
December wheat opened at 82 1-16, sold 
as low as 81\%c. and as high as 82%c., 
closing Friday at 81%4c. Oats opened 
wc. lower at 37%c. and continued at 
that price throughout the week. The 
range for the December option of cot- 
ton has been 9.97@10.42c., closing Friday 
at 10.18c. December corn opened 1%c 
off and has ruled steady at 52%c.

fact that salaries of Standard Oil officials sent 
to audit the books of the Waters-Pierce were 
paid by the latter. The witness was asked in 
reference to reports made to 26 Broadway 
whenever increases in salary of Waters-Pierce 
officials or agents were made. He said that 
the salaries of officers were fixed by the Board 
of Directors. Once a year the list was for- 
warded to Mr. McNall. 

Under cross-examination Mr. Finley, when 
asked about the personnel of the directorate 
of the old Waters-Pierce Oil Co., admitted that 
H. M. Tinsley, one of the directors in 1889, was 
connected with the Standard Oi: Co., and so 
was W. H. Tilford, who in 1891 succeeded W. 
H. Thompson as a director. 

Mr. Finley stated that Mr, Pierce had in- 
structed him to give any information to Com- 
mercial Agent MeNall, its New York repre 
sentative, that he might ask for. It had pre- 
viously been developed during the inquiry that 
MeNall had been affiliated with Standard Ol). 

In response to Attorney Johnson's questions, 
Mr. Finley said that MecNall had since had 
his office changed from No. 26 Broadway to 
No. 75 New street, which in previous hearings 
has been referred to by Attorney General Had- 
ley as ‘‘the back entrance to No. 26 Broadway, 
the home of the Standard Oil Company."’

Exports to China and Javan. 


The decline in the export trade of the 
Tinited States to China and Janan. as 
compared with 19%. has led to consider- 
ohle misunderstanding. The United King- 
Aom and other nations have suffered sim- 
ilar losses, showing that there was noth- 
‘ng peculiar in the decrease in American 
exvorts. 

As has been exnlained in consular re- 
norts, the exports in 19% were abnormally 
large. owing to the lack of all kinds of 
merchandise in Manchuria. caused by the 
war. There was a rush after the war to 
fill the gan and that caused a large in- 
erease in the imports. But normal con- 
ditions have now followed and while the 
imnortations have fallen off they still re- 
main much above the normal of years 
vreceding the war. 

For the eight months endine with Au- 
rust, 1996, the exnorts from the _ Tinited 
States to China were in value $22,316.216. 
®s compared with %42 290,996 in the corre- 
enonding months of 19%. Rut the largest 
exnorts in anv preceding vear were $17.- 
013.848 in 1992. showing that the exnorts this 
vear are $5,000.000 ereater in eight months 
than they were in any year preceding 
195. The exports to Jenan for the eight 
months aggregated $20 752.377. as comnared 
with $39.174 682 in the eight months of 1905. 
But only once before. and that in 1900, 
were the exnorts to Janan for the corre- 
snonding time greater than they were this 
vear, while in 1901-02 and up to and in- 
eluding 1914 thev were very much less 
than for 190%. The exports to Asia and 
Oceania for the eieht months of this vear 
were in value $86.611.3875. which was much 
larger than in anv vear nrecedine 1905. 
but in the eieht monthe of 1995 the ex- 
ports aggregated $116 225,663

Business throughout the _ general 
chemical market has been satisfactory 
during the past week.

The con- 
dition is entirely temporary and al- 
though some dissatisfaction has been 
manifested, the majority of consumers 
were inclined to grin and bear it. The 
withdrawals on _ standing contracts 
have been enormous and some of the 
leading chemical houses report that 
their business has been of record pro- 
portions. Supplies are by no means 
plentiful and with the demand in- 
creasing the prospect of higher prices 
appears encouraging.

Denatured Alcohol Regwations 


Defined. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23, 1906. 

Commissioner Yerkes has devoted much 
time to the careful examination of the 
large number of communications he is 
receiving from prospective manufacturers 
and consumers of denatured alcohol, to ail 
of which he endeavors to make the fullest 
possible replies. The rulings incorporated 
in these replies are of the greatest pos- 
sible interest and importance at this time 
and the Commissioner therefore makes 
public such of them as embody points not 
heretofore ruled upon. 

The most comprehensive communication 
which the Commissioner has thus far writ- 
ten with regard to the production and use 
of denatured alcohol has just been ad- 
dressed to a New York manufacturer who 
is disposed to criticise the Internal Rev- 
enve Bureau for imposing restrictions 
which he characterizes as “ridiculous red 
tape.”” Mr. Yerkes defends the bureau’s 
position vigorously and intelligently in a 
letter that will be read with very general 
interest. He says:— 

‘‘Your letter of the Sth inst. has been re- 
ceived. * * * You ask me to answer a num 
ber of questions, 

“First. You ask ‘How many gallons will ap- 
proximately be needed in the industries for 
1907” In reply I will state that this depart- 
ment hes always dealt with distilled spirits as 
an object of taxation. Heretofore all spirits 
going into consumption in a general way have 
been tax paid. This included spirits used In- 
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dustrially as well as those used as a beverage 
and in the manufacture of liquid medicinal 
preparations, and there have been no data 
shown bv reports received at this office whereby 
there could be a segregation of spirits used 
industrially from those used in other ways; 
therefcre there are no statistics in existence, 
so far as I am advised, showing the quantity 
of industrial alcohol used annually in this 
country. Having absolutely nothing to base an 
estimate upon, it is not possible for me to 
make an estimate as to the quantity of de- 
natured alcohol that will be consumed in the 
industries of this country during the year 1907 

“Second. You ask ‘How many distilleries 
have applied for permits or are expected to 
manufacture denatured alcohol?’ In reply to 
this I will state that no formal applications 
have as yet been made by distillers for ap- 
proval of denaturing bonded warehouses. Such 
applications could not be filed, for the reason 
that proper blanks have not as yet been placed 
in the hands of collectors. These blanks will 
be distributed in a short time. At present 
there are 40 distilleries in the United States 
manufacturing what might be termed ‘com- 
mercia! alcohol.’ Quite a number of persons 
have expressed an intention to establish dis- 
tilleries and engage in the manufacture of 
alcohol for denaturing purposes, but at this 
time it is not possible to surmise as to the 
number of distillers who will engage in the 
business, 

“Third. You state:— 

“ ‘That at present regular distilleries only 
can engage in the manufacturing, enabling the 
whisky trust already to secure practically a 
monopoly. Is it proposed to ask Congress to let 
the farmer (as in Germany) and others in on 
the manufacture of the product? I regret to 
attack the law, but must if the present law is 
to stand favoring special interests. Is it pro 
posed to further simplify the law, reducing the 
manufacture to the easy basis of cheese 
making, and cut out the ridiculous red _ tape 
of the ‘‘regulations and instructions’’? I re- 
gret that I must attack this feature also and 
show how our people are to be prevented from 
making simple and cheap fuel by red-tape re- 
strictions unless assured that a change may be 
hoped for.’ 

“In reply to this, you are advised that this 
department does not make the law, but en- 
deavors to administer it as it is passed by 
Congress. As to what Congress proposes to 
pass I am not advised. 

“This office knows of no processes by which 
alcohol can be manufactured except by dis- 
tillation, and as ‘regular’ distilleries are the 
only kind recognized by the law, alcohol manu- 
factured under the supervision of this depart- 
ment must be manufactured at ‘regular dis- 
tilleries.’ For your information, however, I 
will state that there is nothing mysterious or 
complicated about a ‘regular’ distillery, and 
that the manufacture of distilled spirits at a 
‘regular’ distillery is probably simpler than 
the ‘manufacture of cheese.’ 

“The internal revenue laws under which all 
Government distilleries ar@ constructed and 
operated are necessarily full of detail, but at 
the same time these laws are so elastic and 
comprehensive that no honest man is barred 
from engaging in the business of manufac- 
turing distilled spirits. There are absolutely no 
limitations as to the size of a distillery that 
can be operated under the law. There are over 
a thonsand distilleries in operation now at 
each of which the daily spirit producing ca- 
pacity is less than 30 gallons. Many of these 
were set up on an outlay of less than $200. It 
is true that somewhat more elaborate and ex- 
pensive machinery is required to produce com- 
mercial alcohol than is required to produce 100 
per cent. spirits, but that is due to the laws of 
nature and the laws of business and not to the 
internal revenue laws. So far as the internal 
vevenue laws are concerned, either in theory or 
practice, the smallest and crudest distillery can 
produce alcohol if, as a business proposition, it 
is deemed advisable so to do. 

“The administrative features of the laws re- 

‘ne to the manufacture of distilled spirits 
and governing the operations of distilleries, 
and under which the business has grown up, 
have not been materially’ changed for thirty 
years. The small distilleries have always been 
treated by this department with the same con- 
sideration as the larger ones. The law does 
not favor one class of distilleries as against 
another, and if there is such a thing as a 
monopoly in the whisky business, it is not be- 
eause of the internal revenue laws or the 
manner in which they have been administered. 
The denatured alcohol law did not change the 
existing laws as to the operations of distil- 
leries, but simply provides that alcohol pro- 
duced at a regularly registered distillery set 
up and operated under existing laws can be 
withdrawn from bond free of tax for use in 
the arts and industries, provided it is dena- 
tured, etc. 

“This bureau will endeavor to administer the 
denatured alcohol law in the same manner it 
has heretofore administered the law relating 
to distilled spirits. If a farmer or other per- 
son desires to go into the business of manu- 
facturing denatured alcohol, at a plant how- 
ever small, he will be required to construct his 
plant in the manner prescribed by the general 
laws and regulations. He will be required to 
give a bond, the effect of which is to prevent 
him from defrauding the government of the 
tax on any distiiled spirits produced by him. 
He will be required to establish a distillery 
warehouse, to deposit the spirits produced by 
him in this warehouse, to establish a denatur- 
ing bonded warehouse, and to tax-pay or de- 
nature just as he may wish the alcohol pro- 
duced by him. All of this will be done under 
governmental supervision, but the government 
pays for this supervision. The manufacture of 
aleohol does not bear one cent of it. There is 
no objection to a farmer manufacturing his 
alcohol in ‘his back yard’ provided he wants 
to establish a distillery there. 

“The interests of the Government and the 
marufacturers of and dealers in tax-paid dis- 
tilled spirits will always necessitate such gov- 
ernmental supervision of the manufacture of 
spirits as will prevent frauds. As long as 
there is a tax on distilled spirits anything 
less than a complete supervision of all dis- 
tilled spirits produced, whether for tax pay- 
ment or denaturation, would result in gross 
frauds on the revenue, and would work hard- 
ships on honest dealers in and manufacturers 
of tax-paid spirits. If you will take the trouble 
to investigate you will find, in my opinion, 
that the laws and regulations relating to the 
manufacture of alcohol in Germany do not 
differ to any great extent from the laws and 
regulations in this country, and that so far as 
the manufacture of denatured alcohol by the 
American farmer is concerned it is simply a 
business proposition, and he will not be greatly 
deterred from entering into the business by 
what you are pleased to term ‘ridiculous red 
tape of the regulations and instructions.’ The 
very fact that there are small independent dis- 
tillerles established and operating all over the 
country in the manufacture of distilled spirits 
for beverage purposes ought to be sufficient 
answer to any claim that the present internal 
revenue laws and regulations favor special in- 
terests.”’ U 


Much interest appears to be manifested 
in the regulations covering the location 
and construction of denatured bonded 
warehouses and also in the kind of pack- 
age required for denatured alcohol. The 
latter question is one of special importance 
for the reason that it has a broad bearing 
on the probable cost of denatured spirits. 
On these points the Commissioner in a 
letter to the Internal Revenue Collector 
of the Peoria, Ill., district says:— 

‘In reply to the inquiries contained in your 
letter of the 1st inst., you are informed:— 


‘1. That denaturing bonded warehouses may 
be established by ‘bricking,’ or partitioning off 
a portion of the distillery bonded warehouse, 
provided the sume is constructed as required 
in section 1 of regulations No. 30, and is dis- 
continued as a part of the distillery ware- 
house. 

“2. That alcohol varying in proof, but not 
below 180 degrees proof strength, may be re- 
moved to such denaturing bonded warehouse, 
and may there be reduced to the desired proof 
not below that above stated. 

“3. As to the kind of packages to be used 
for denatured alcohol, you are informed that 
such packages should be so constructed as to 
admit of the required marks, brands, and 
stamps heing placed thereon, and if metallic 
cans or drums are used the same should be se- 
curely incased !n wood or constructed in con- 
formity with circular 678. 

“4, Denaturing bonded warehouses, and free 
warehouses for the storage of denatured alco- 
hol, may be under the same roof, provided the 
forn.er is on and the !atter off of the distillery 
premises, and the denaturing bonded ware- 
nouse is so partitioned off that there is no 
opening or means of communication between 
the two warehouses.”’ 


An interesting ruling has been handed 
down by the Commissioner on the sub- 
ject of the storage of specially denatured 
aleohol which readers of the Reporter 
will remember is subjected to certain re- 
strictions which do not apply to com- 
pletely denatured spirits. In a letter to 
the internal revenue collector of the New- 
ark (N. J.) district the Commissioner 
says:— 

“Replying to that part of your letter of the 
26th ultimo, in relation to the location of the 
storeroom proposed as a storage place for 
denatured alcohol by the ——— Company, you 
are advised that this office holds that spe- 
cially denatured alcohol must be stored upon 
the premises upon which it is used in manu- 
facturing processes, and that it cannot be 
removed from those premises for any purpose 
after it has been stored thereon. 

“If a manufacturing establishment covers 
several city blocks. or parts of blocks, as you 
say is the case of the Company, and pub- 
lic thoroughfares separate parts of the prem- 
ises, the storeroom for denatured alcohol must 
be located upon that part of the premises 
where it is used, and cannot be located with 
reference to the part of the premises upon 
which the alcohol is to be used in such a man- 
ner as would necessitate the taking of the 
denatured alcohol over a public highway when 
being ~emoved from the storeroom for use in 
manuftvcturing processes,’’ 


Of course it will be understood that if 
the company referred to in the above com- 
munication could use completely de- 
natured alcohol it would not be subject 
to the restrictions requiring spirits to be 
stored in the particular part of the prem- 
ises where used. It is the Commissioner's 
policy to allow completely denatured spir- 
its to be stored and consumed in the man- 
ner most convenient to the manufacturer 
or user. 








Supplemental Code of Regulations. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has prepared a supplemental code of reg- 
ulations under the free alcohol law which, 
while designed to outline the duties of 
revenue officers in connection with the 
manufacture, sale and use of denatured 
alcohol, are of much importance to all 
prospective producers and consumers of 
methylated spirits. The supplemental reg- 
ulations are as follows: 


“The following instructions, supplemental 
to regulations No. 30, relative to denatured 
alcohol, are published for the information 
and guidance of collectors of internal rev- 
enue and others concerned :— 


DENATURING BONDED WAREHOUSES. 

“1. Denaturine bonded warehouses estab- 
lished under the above-named regulations 
will be under the control of the collector of 
the district, and will be operated under the 
supervision of the storekeeper-gauger, or such 
other officer as may be assigned thereto by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

“2. Unless the amount of work to be per- 
formed is such as requires the assignment 
of an additional storekeeper-gauger. such 
work will be performed bv the storekeener- 
fauger in charge of the dfstillery to which 
the denaturing warehouse belongs, and all 
withdrawals of alcohol from bond for dena- 
turing purposes, and all transfers of alcohol 
to such denaturing warehouse will be under 
his immediate supervision. 

“3. It will also he the duty of the officer 
in charge to see that all aleohol and dena- 
turants received at such warehouse are prop- 
erly stored therein; that the same are nrop- 
erly used and accounted for by the distiller; 
that the alcohol so received is properly de- 
natured and casked: that the casks are prop- 
erly gauged, marked, branded. and stamped, 
and that all requirements of the regula- 
tions respectine such warehouse, and the de- 
oataring of such spirits, are fully complied 
w 

“4. Where the denaturine bonded ware- 
house is connected with a distillery to which 
an additional storekeeper-gauger. or gaurer, 
{s assigned. such officer mav, in the dis- 
cretion of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, also be assigned to duty at such de- 
naturine warehouse. and the number of offi- 
cers assigned to anv denaturing warehouse, 
and the compensation allowed such officers, 
will devend on the demands of the service 
in each particular instance. 


DUTIES OF REVENTIE AGENTS, INSPEC- 


TORS, ETC. 
‘%. Tt shall he the dvtv of all revenue 
agents, and all division dennty enllectars or 


special emnlovees, and all additione! revwenne 
Agents or inspectors hereafter apnointed un- 
der the nrovisions of section 2 of the act of 
June 7. 1906. relating to denatured aleohol, 
to exercise careful supervision over the oper- 
ations of denatures of aleeho!l. dealers tn 
and manufacturers using such denatured al- 
cohol. 

“*. The nremises of all such denaturers, 
dealers, and manufacturers, and other prem- 
ises where any considerable auantitv of de- 
natured alcohol is used or stored, should be 
visit frequently and at irregular intervals, 
wil the view of diseoverine any fraud or 
frregularity in connection with the mannfae- 
ture. sale, or storage of such denatured al- 
cohol. 

“tnvestieations made in a_ vnerfunctorv 
manner will in no Instance he tolerated. and 
anv officer or emvlovee who ts found to he 
reglicent or inefficient in the discharee of 
his duties under the law and reeulations re- 
lating to denatured alcohol will he summarily 
senareted from the service. Tt is nat ex- 
nected that officers and emplovees will con- 
4uct their inveetirations tn eueh manner as 
£0 come - interfere unnecessarily with the 
usiness of wnersens preparing o 
denotured alenhol, PAG (0 TaD 

“Whe intention of the law. and of this 
office. is to place on this business such re- 
strictions only as are necessary to protect the 
revenue against fraud. Officers, In making 
their investimations. should keep this clearly 
in mind. Thev will, however. see that the 
law and regulations are faithfully complied 
with in every instance, and it will he the 


duty of everv person engaged in this busi- 
ness to afford all necessary facilities to the 


inspecting officers as required by section 77 
of the regulations named. 
“7. To enable the officers to make the re- 


quired examinations, collectors will prepare 
from their records each month lists of all 
persons who received denatured alcohol dur- 
ing the preceding month, in quantities ex- 
ceeding 50 wine gallons, and the quantity 
so received by each. 

“Division deputies receiving such list must, 
from time to time, investigate the purchases 
noted therein, and ascertain whether the 
alcohol so purchased is being properly used and 
accounted for. They will note on each such 
list and opposite the name of each purchaser 
visited by them the date of their examination; 
and, in preparing their pay account, Form 63%, 
they will append thereto a statement of the 
number of denaturers, the number of dealers, 
the number of manufacturers, and the num- 
ber of other users of denatured alcohol inves- 
tigated by them during the month. Such dep- 
uties will be held to a strict accountability for 
any violation of law or fraud on the revenue 
resulting from failure on their part to make 
the investigations here ordered. The required 
list, on which the visits of the deputy are 
noted, must be returned by that officer to the 
collector, who will forward the same to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 


DENATURERS AND WHOLESALE DEAL- 
ERS TO NOTIFY COLLECTORS OF SHIP- 
MENT OF COMPLETELY DENA- 
TURED ALCOHOL, 


“8. Inu addition to the records required to be 
kept, each denaturer of completely denatured 
alcohol, and each wholesale dealer in such 
alcohol, will enter on memorandum slips, to 
be furnished for that purpose, all shipments 
of such alcohol, specifying the serial numbers 
of packages, the number of proof gallons, the 
name and address of the party to whom 
shipped and the date of shipment. 

“‘A separate slip must be used for each ship- 
ment; and in case of removals from denaturing 
bonded warehouses, or from restoring and re- 
denaturing plants such slips will be handed 
the officer in charge, who will, if found to 
agree with his records, immediately check and 
forward the same to the collector. 

“®. Wholesale dealers may likewise deliver 
their memorandum slips to any visiting officer, 
to be verified and forwarded to the collector 
by such officer. If, however, the dealer’s prem- 
ises are not visjted by an officer within ten 
days after the removal of the alcohol, such 
memorandum slips must, at or before the ex- 
piration of that time, and in no cage later than 
the last day of the month, be forwarded by the 
dealer to the collector of his district. 


SHIPMENT AND RECEIPTS OF DENA- 
TURED ALCOHOL TO BE VERIFIED 
BY COLLECTORS. 


“10. On receipt of the memorandum slips 
above described, collectors will, as to all such 
slips covering consignments in their districts, 
retain and use the same as hereinafter pre- 
scribed. They will, however, immediately for- 
ward to the proper collectors all slips relating 
to consignments to other districts, after the 
same have been verified by them, or by officers 
through whom they were received. These 
memorandum slips are furnished as a con- 
venient means for tracing alcohol transferred 
from one person to another, in the same or in 
different districts. Unless previously checked 
by the receiving officers, the slips should be 
first esscrted with referenee to the names of 
the shippers, and should then be checked, item 
by item, with the shipper’s transcripts. After 
being so checked the slips should then be re- 
arranged with reference to the names of the 
parties (dealers or manufacturers) to whom the 
alcohol was sold, and when so arranged should 
be likewise checked with the transcripts fur- 
nished by such parties. 

“11. In cases where the alcohol reported sold 
and removed is not accounted for by the pur- 
chaser as received within a reasonable time 
after such removal, the collector will deliver 
to his deputy the memorandum slips showing 
such removal or shipment. The deputy re- 
ceiving such memorandum will at once inves- 
tigate the matter, and in case of alleged non- 
receipt by the purchaser the deputy will, if 
the alcohol was shipped from the same district. 
obtain from the shipper evidence of shipments, 
and delivery. if made. 

“Tf the alcohol so reported shipped is not 
properly accounted for by the shipper or by 
the alleged purchaser, or if the alcohol so 
unaccounted for was shipped from another 
district, the collector will report the case to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue for 
his action. 

“12. In case of loss of denatured alcohol tn 
transit proof of loss must be furnished by the 
shipper. Snch proof may consist of the sworn 
statement of the shippers, accompanied by the 
duplicate bjll of lading, and a sworn statement 
of the agent of the transportation company, 
setting forth the facts relative to such loss. 
The evidence so furnished will be submitted to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, who 
will, if the facts warrant, authorize the col- 
lector to enter proper credit on the shipper’s 
transcript filed in his office. 

“Where denatured alcohol is alleged to have 
heen. lost by accidental fire or other casulty 
while stored on the premises of any denaturer, 
dealer or manvfacturer, evidence of such loss 
must be furnished, and if such evidence is sat- 
isfactory to the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, the collector of the district will likewise 
be authorized to note the proper credit on the 
records of his office.’’

Conditions Under Whict Dena- 
tured Alcohol May be Stored. 


Washington, Nov. 23, 1906. 

The wholesale drug trade will be much 
interested in a ruling made by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue upon the 
inquiry of a large house which desires to 
learn the conditions under which dena- 
tured alcohol may be stored bv whole- 
salers, and also as to whether druggists 
who carry stocks of liquors and other 
alcoholic compounds are prohibited by 
Section 39 of the free alcohol regulations 
from storing denatured alcohol on the 
same premises with the remainder of their 
stocks of goods. After careful considera- 
tion Commissioner Yerkes said:— 


“Your letter of the 12th instant, in which 
you ask in reference to the manner you shall 
handle denatured alcohol, has been received 

‘*You state that you are a wholesale drug- 
gists and have wholesale and retail liquor 
dealers’ ‘licenses.’ You etate further that your 
liquor room is in the basement of your main 
building, and that across the alley from vour 
main building you have a warehouse which vou 
could use for storing denatured alcohol, if it 
is necessary for you to store it in a separate 
building. and you ask if vou use this ware- 
house will you be required to have a room 
especially constructed in which to store the de- 
natured product. 

“In reply. vour attention is called to section 
= of regulation No. 30. which reads as fol- 
ows i— 

‘* *Neither completely nor specially denatured 
aleohol shall be kept stored on the premises 
of the following classes of nersons, to wit:— 
Dealers in wine, fermented liquors, or distilled 
spirits, rectifiers of spirits. manufacturers of 
and dealers in beverages of any kind, manu- 
facturers of liquid medicinal preparations, or 
distillers (except as to such denatured alcohol 


in stamped packages as is manufactured by 
themselves), manufacturers of vinegar by the 
vaporizing process and the use of a still and 
mash, wort, or wash, and persons who, in the 
course of business, have kept distilled spirits, 
wines, or malt liquors, or other beverages 
stored on their premises, provided that drug- 
gists are exempt from the above provisions.’ 

“The exempting clause of this section is in- 
tended to apply to persons, firms, or companies 
who as druggists handle distilled spirits in 
the preparation of medicines, or who sell tax- 
paid alcohol in the manner in which it is 
ordinarily sold by druggists. The exemption 
was not intended to apply to druggists who are 
also rectifiers or liquor dealers and why manu- 
facture or sell beverages made in whole or in 
part from distilled spirits, wines or malt 
liquors. Druggists who carry stocks of liquors 
and handle these liquors as beverages will be 
treated in exactly the same manner as ordinary 
liquor dealers, and will not come within the 
exempting clause of section 59, as above 
quoted. 

“It is presumed from the statements in your 
letter that you handle distilled spirts as a bev- 
erage, and that you are in fact, in the strictest 
sense of the word, a liquor dealer as well as a 
druggist. If this is correct, then permit can 
not be issued to you authorizing you to store 
denatured alcohol on the same premises upon 
which your stocks of liquors are stored, 

‘The question whether or not permit can be 
issued to you to store denatured alcohol in the 


warehouse ‘across the alley’ from your main 
building will depend upon whether or not 
within the true intent and meaning of the 


regulation said warehouse is a part of the same 
premises as your main store. 

“The question of whether or not two build- 
ings or parts of the same building constitute 
the same premises, will have to be determined 
in a large measure by the local officers—that 
is, the Collector of Internal Revenue, or his 
deputy. You should file with the collector 
for your district application for permit to deal 
in denatured alcohol, submitting therein dia- 
gram of your premises, showing the connec- 
tion between the several buildings and parts 
of buildings, etc. 

“You will be 
dealer in denatured alcohol, 
books required of such dealers. You can not 
keep the record of denatured alcohol pur- 
chased and disposed of by you on your forms 
52a and 52b, but must keep a separate record 
showing your transactions in the denatured 
product. 

“I have forwarded to you under another 
cover regulations No, 30. Part 2 relates to the 
handling of denatured alcohol by dealers.’’ 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has made an adverse ruling upon an ap- 
plication of a New York manufacturer of 
flavoring extracts, essences, etc., to be 
permitted to use specially denatured al- 
cohol in the production of his goods. The 
commissioner says:— 


required to secure permit as 
and to keep the 


“Your letter of the 10th instant, addressed 
to the Honorable Secretary of the Treasury, 
has been referred to this office for reply. You 


ask, ‘Will the new denatured alcohol law ap- 
ply to the manufacture of flavoring extracts? 
Will adding 5 per cent. of oil lemon to alcohol 
be considered as being denatured?’ 

“In reply, you are informed that flavoring 
extracts or essences, such as extract of lemon, 
vanilla, etce., while not ordinarily sold or used 
as beverages, are readily susceptible of being 
used in this way, end frequently enter as a 
component part into vompound beverages. They 
are much better adapted to beverage purposes 
than most alcoholic liquid medicinal prepara- 
tions. To allow the use of tax-free alcohol 
in your line of manufacture, therefore, would 
unodubtedly lead to serious frauds on the 
revenues, and gross abuse of the privileges of 
the law by unscrupulous persons. 

“I am obliged, therefore, to answer your 
question in the negative, and to inform you 
that neither completely nor specially denatured 
alcohol can be used in the manufacture of 
flavoring extracts, such as essence of lemon, 
extract of vanilla, etc., or any similar prepa- 
ration capable of being used as a beverage.’’ 

An official ruling has been made by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau denying to 
manufacturers of sulphuric ether the use 
of denatured alcohol on the ground that 
ether is a “liquid medicinal preparation” 
specifically barred by the terms of the 
Statute. Readers of the Reporter will 
remember that the debate in the Senate 
referred to by the Commissioner was re- 
cently published verbatim in this cor- 
respondence. The commissioner says:— 

“Your letter of the 9th instant has been 
received, asking for information as to the use 
of alcohol tax-free in the manufacture of sul- 
phuric ether, 

‘In reply, you are informed that alcohol used 
for the production of sulphuric ether, which is 
a liquid medicinal preparation, is expressly ex- 
cluded from the benefits of the act of June 7, 
1906, by the language of the law itself. If you 
will refer to the debates in Congress at the 
time of the passage of the act, you will see 
that the Senator in charge of the bill on the 
floor of the Senate distinctly stated that no 
other construction could be placed upon the 
language of the law. 

“‘T understand that a considerable part of the 
ether made by you is used in the arts and for 
purposes other than nredicinal, but it would be 
impossible for this office to make any dis- 
tinction between the product as used in medi- 
cine and the same product as used for other 
purposes."’ 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
will not permit any monopoly of the busi- 
ness of supplying forms to dealers in and 
consumers of denatured alcohol, but will 
permit the use of any form which meets 
the general requirements. In a letter to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
third New York district, Mr. Yerkes 
says:— 

“‘Application having been made to this office 
by a stationer in your district for permission 
to furnish, for the use of retail dealers in de- 
natured alcohol, the prescribed record, Form 
566, in tablet form and size, you are advised 
that this office sees no objection to having the 
record named prepared as proposed. Collectors 
of internal revenue are therefore authorized 
to so inform stationers and publishers apply- 
ing for sample sheets of that record.’’ 


The sample sheets referred to may be 
obtained either from the local collector of 
internal revenue or will be furnished 
upon application to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau of the Treasury Department. 








Brazilian Medical Exhibition, 


The sixth Brazilian Congress of Medi- 
cine and Surgery is to be held in Sao 
Paulo in September, 197. Preparations 
are already being made for this event, 
and the Lioyd Braziliero has already 
promised a 30 per cent. reduction on pass- 
ages for all the members of the Congress, 
including doctors, chemists and midwives. 
The Paulista Railway Company will grant 
a 50 per cent. reduction in passages, and 
it is hoped that the other railways will 
grant the same facilities. At the time of 
the Congress there is to be an exhibition 
of all kinds of national chemical products, 
as well as all kinds of serums, vaccines, 
etc.

Following my circular of Oct. 29 I give 
you below information obtained through 
correspondence and through a personal 
interview with Dr. Wiley, which may en- 
able you to apply some of the rules and 
regulations under the pure food and drugs 
act issued by the commission and covered 
in mine of Oct. 29. 

Note:—The requirements of the law ap- 
ply only to goods which you propose to 
ship outside of the state and not to goods 
sold within the _ state. 

Regulation 2.—The ruling is that the in- 
formation required under the law must 
be on the label around the package, on 
the cartoon, if any, covering the package, 
and on the label on the dozen box, if any, 
containing the article in question, but 
that there need be no label on the outside 
wooden shipping box unless the trans- 
portation company requires the guaranty. 

Regulation 7.—Articles bearing U. 8S. P. 
or N. F. names when not of_ official 
strength must contain on the label a 
statement of how they differ from the 
U. S. P. In other words, they must carry 
on their label their own standard, to 
which they must conform, and all articles 
carrying names in the U. S. P. which are 
sold for use in the arts or technical use 
oniy, need only be labeled either ‘‘Not 
for medicinal use,’’ or ‘“‘For technical use 
only’ to exempt them from the provi- 
sions above mentioned. 

Regulation 9.—Each wholesale druggist 
or manufacturer should apply to the de- 
partment for a guaranty as per wording 
under subdivision (c) and ask to be as- 
signed a number, and then every pack- 
age sent to the dealers should bear on the 
label, “Guaranteed under the food and 
drugs act, June 30, 196, No.—.” This 
will save the trouble of individual guar- 
antees with each individual transaction 
or each individual customer. In other 
words, the label®itself will carry the 
guaranty with it. Please note that you 
do not assume any responsibility in filing 
this guaranty that does not already de- 
volve upon you under the provisions of 
the law. Please not the alternative in 
subdivision (4d). 

Regulation 17.—(a) Please note that this 
applies to printed or pictorial matter 
making statements which cannot be veri- 
fied, or which are not true. For example 
a statement on the label that “This is a 
sure cure for consumption’? would be 
ruled out. A statement that it is a val- 
uable remedy for coughs and colds, etc., 
would be admitted. A picture conveying 
an idea which cannot be_ borne out 
through the use of the medicine is not 
permitted. For example, an illustration 
of an electrical apparatus would be 
barred on an article which did not actu- 
ally operate through electricity. 

(b) This is not to be interpreted as 
meaning that the label must consist, first, 
of the name of the article, secondly, of 
the name of place of manufacture, etc., 
but both of these statements and the 
others required in subdivision (b) must 
be on the principal label. Thus, ‘‘Jayne’s 
Expectorant’ must be followed by the 
percentage of alcohol, if any, contained 
therein, but the name of the place of 
manufacture and the name of the manu- 
facturer can go at the bottom of that 
label, as now. 

Then following, “The name of place of 
manufacture in case of food compounds 
or mixtures; words which show that the 
articles are compounds, mixtures” or 
blends; the words ‘compound,’ ‘mixture’ 
or ‘blend,’ "’ does not apply to drugs but 
applies to foods only. 

On pharmaceutical preparations in 
which the formulas are printed on the 
label the department requires the alcohol 
or narcotics to be the first of the in- 
gredients mentioned in the formula and 
to be grouped together. 

(f) If an article has been known for 
many years under a title covering any 
of active medicinal agents, as, for ex- 
ample, Blank’s Mandrake Pills the word 
“compound” printed immediately under 
“Mandrake Pills’ renders it satisfactory 
under this regulation. 

The department rules that it is not mis- 
branding to use the common English 
words Epsom Salts for labeling Magne- 
sia Sulphate, and the same ruling applies 
to Glauber Salts, Salts of Tartar, and 
Rochelle Salts. 

(h) Attention is again called to the im- 
portance of carefully examining all labels 
and striking out anything that is false 
or misleading, as, for example, it would 
not be permitted to print, ‘‘This is a sure 
eure for coughs and colds.’’ The word 
“cure’’ or similar words must be used in 
such a manner as not to make claims 
which cannot be substantiated. 

di) ‘The words ‘‘as to character of con- 
tents’ in this clause mean only that the 
supplemental strip or paster shall con- 
tain information correcting any legal de- 
fects. That is to say, articles in the 
market under old labels must, after Jan- 
uary 1, carry on the outside label a strip 
supplying the information called _ for 
under the law, as, for example, the per- 
centage of alcohol or narcotics contained 
therein, and it will be a satisfactory 
compliance with this law to have this 
strip pasted on the outside wrapper of 
each bottle and the outside label of each 
package going to the retailers. 

Regulation 18.—(a) The following words, 
beginning in line 2 and ending in line 4: 
“Except in case of mixtures and com- 
pounds having a distinctive name, need 
not be given upon the label, but if given, 
must be the true name,” relate solely to 
food. 

In reply to the question whether if 
chemicals or other articles labeled by 
other than the actual manufacturer 
should bear the word “guaranteed by’’ it 
will be deemed equivalent to ‘‘packed for’’ 
or “distributed by,” the answer was, no! 
When articles are put up by a manu- 
facturer for others, words conveying the 
information that the party whose name 
is on the package is not the actual man- 
ufacturer must be used on the label. 
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Thus, “packed for,” ‘distributed by,” 
“manufactured for,” or “prepared for” 
should precede the name of John Smith & 
Co., if John Smith & Co. are not the 
actual manufacturers. It is stated, how- 
ever, that it is allowable for wholesale 
druggists on articles like Epsom Salts, 
ete., which they put up in small pac kages 
from barrel, to label them as _follows:— 
“Smith, Kline & French Co., Wholesale 
Druggists,” simply, provided there is no 
other information with regard to the arti- 
ele required under the law, the inference 
being that a label of that kind covers 
goods dealt in and not manufactured by. 
But if the article covered by the label 
differs from the U. S. P. in addition to the 
above it must either be marked ‘not for 
apts yp use.’ or give the particulars of 
how it differs from the U. 8S. P. 

Regulation 20.—(d) In the last line the 
word “drug’”’ is used in error and should 
come out. 

Regulation 27.—Referring to distinctive 
names. Refers to foods exclusively. 

Regulation 28.—The term alcohol, wher- 
ever it occurs, is to be interpreted as 
meaning absolute alcohol. 

Regulation 30.--Provides that the pro- 
portion of alcohol must be on the label 
and not the quantity, while the law itself 
clearly gives the privilege of using either 
one or the other, and I doubt whether this 
ruling could be enforced, yet in the in- 
terest of uniformity I would recommend 
that it be complied with. 

The general statement can be made that 
the department is not disposed to place 
unnecessary burdens upon you, nor to ask 
impossibilities. For example, as the pro- 
portion of alcohol used in any preparation 
is called for under the regulations, and as 
pharmaceutical manufacturers having a 
large list of these preparations, cannot 
possibiy assay and obtain an average of 
each individual preparation by Jan. 1, 1907, 
approximate amounts will be accepted un- 
til such assays can be made. 

The question was asked how an article 
like, for example, ordinary oil of ori- 
ganum, should be labeled, and the answer 
given was “imitation.” 

Also whether starch or other excipients 
used in tablets would have to be men- 
tioned on the label, and the answer was 
“no.” 

Also what preservatives, if any, were 
alolwed in fruit syrups, and the answer 
was ‘“‘none.”’” But fruit syrups will doubt- 
less not be subjected to any close espion- 
age for the time being. 

The interpretation of rules regulating 
the name of the manufacturer given by 
the devartment is, that in cases where 
your firm is manufacturing articles for 
other parties it will not be necessary for 
your name to appear on the labels of the 
goods so manufusctured. The guaranty is 
given by the distributor, though of course 
the original manufacturer must comply 
with the law in reference to standard of 
strength, quality, ete., covered by the 
label. 

The following correspondence between 
Dr. Jay Schieffelin and Mr. James L. 
Gerry, oné of the commissioners repre- 
senting the Secretary of the Treasury, 
may be of interest to some. 

Dr. Schieffelin wrote :— 

There are several questions which the im 
porting druggists of New York beg you to 
answer regarding the regulations of the pure 
food and drugs act. 

(a) In the case of standard chemicals of 
uniform quality and proprietary synthetics of 
constant composition, will it be possible to 
have the foreign maker file a guarantee and 
avoid the necessity of a declaration with each 
shipment or would it be permissible for the 
importer to give a general guarantee covering 
such imports in lieu of the declaration with 
cach shipment? 

(b) There are certain crude drugs, such as 
ipecac, which are rarely up to the standard 
of the U. S. P Will it be possible for them to 
be imported if they are invoiced and labeled 
‘not assayed?’’ 

It is not at all unusual that twenty or thirty 
bags of from sixty to two hundred pounds each 
come in one importation, and it is manifestlv 
impossible to have them sampled and assaved 
before they are shipped. Therefore the state- 
roent of the streneth and also the statemen? 
as to the date of its growth being almost im- 
possible to obtain from the shipper, unless at

a greatly enhanced price, the importers are con- 
fronted with a dilemma and beg that the 
standard be lowered or that the goods be ad- 
mitted as now even if below standard, and 
that the declaration or guarantee of the ship- 
ment be waived. 

If the regulations are enforced absolutely 
with regard to ipecac there will be a great 
shortage in this market, for even at a greatly 
enhanced price it will not be possible to secure 
sufficient of the U. 8. P. . 

An early ruling on this question will be 
greatly appreciated by the importers. 

Mr. Gerry’s reply to Dr. Schicffelin is as 
follows:— 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 
Washington, 

Dr. William Jay Schieffelin, No. 170 William 

Street, New York, N. Y. 

My Dear Mr. Schief getin.—Long before the 
passage of the pure food act, as you know, 
we had the drugs act, which authorized the 
examination to ascertain whether imported 
drugs were in any manner inferior in strength 
to the standard established by the United 
States, Edinburgh, London and German phar- 
macopoeias and dcispensatories. The regula- 
tions established under that act are still in 
force (see Revised Statutes 2,9: 37). It 
has been our policy under the and drugs 
act not to disturb regulations established un- 
der regulations relating to specific articles, 
thus we have not attempted to make any 
change with respect to the examination of tea, 
The oleomargarine act has been left un- 
touched. We have accepted the coloration of 
butter from the provisions of the regulations 
for the same reasons, and I do not see w 
we should make any exception with respect to 
the original Drugs Act. 

Again, under the food and drugs act, mer- 
chandise may be brought into this country. 
a permitted entry or sale in the country 
of origin, and if any vaziation existed in the 
Edinburgh, London, German or French phar- 
macopoeias from the standard laid down in 
the U. S. FP. a dispute would at once arise. 
If the existing regulations of the Secretary of 
the Treasury are in any wise unsatisfactory 
they can be changed by him. 

I maintained before the commission that the 
passage of goods through the custom house 
in and of itself constituted a certificate which 
authorizes the shipment of goods anywhere in 
interstate commerce throughout the United 
States, on the ground that any other con- 
struction would defeat or be in contravention 
of that clause of the Constitution which pro- 
vides that duties shall be uniform throughout 
the United States. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture recently requested an opinion of the At- 
torney-General on a related question with re 
spect to the meat inspection law, and I un- 
derstand that in asserting the proposition that 
the meat inspection law related solely to do- 
mestic meat and meat products” his opinion 
turned on this same doctrine. In the regula- 
tions as originally drafted the statement was 
made with respect to imported meat and meat 
products that their passage through the Cus- 
tom House was equivalent to a certificate ‘‘In- 
spected and passed under the meat bill.’’ This 
Was subsequently amended, however, so as to 
read that such goods could pass anywhere in 
interstate commerce I think that the same 
doctrine should apply to drugs, so long, thar 
is, as their identity as imported goods is. re- 
tained. 

This is merely an expression of my individ- 
ual views on this subject. Very sincerely your
